An Uprl*lng Feared. 
N o g a le s , a . T . September24.—It is 
reported here to-night that the San 
Carlos Indians have gone on the war 
S 
th. The number is not stated, but 
(patches indicate all the Indians on 
the reservation. There are five thou­ 
sand buckB on the reservation, and 
should all break out they will make 
lively times in this section. Troops 
stationed hero have lieen placed in 
position for ready action. 
T u c s o n , September 2 4 .—The most 
intense excitement prevailed in this 
city all afternoon over th • reported 
outbreak of the San Carlos A;>acne In­ 
dians. A courier arrived at Pantano 
about noon to-day, notifying all the 
settlers in the valley that two bands 
had left the reservation and were 
marching south. This is supposed to 
be the result of the killing of the 
murderer of Horton. Estliimizin’s 
band will undoubtedly join forces with 
the San Carlos Apaches, which 
would make a force of nearly 200 well­ 
armed and equippod hostiles. 
No 
news has been received either at Ben­ 
son or Wilcox as yet. Many of the 
inhabitants oi the valley do not be­ 
lieve this outbreak is so serious as re­ 
ported, but having had experience 
heretofore they dread anything of the 
kind, and messages have been sent in 
all directions notifying the people to 
gather up all their stock. 
HIS KF.STIN<¿ PLACE. 
The Dece»*ed'(¿overuor Perman­ 
ently Hurled. 
S a n F r a n c is c o , September 24.—The 
remains of Governer Bartlett were 
removed this afternoon from their 
temporary resting place in Mrs. 
Latham’s vault at Laurel Hill Cem­ 
etery, and were pluced in a permanent 
grave in Mountain View Cemetery, 
Oakland. The removal was made 
quietly, and the only persons present 
besides the undertaker were Colum­ 
bus Bartlett and Arthur Rogers. 
THE GOVERNOR’S GENEROSITY. 
Governor Bartlett’s will has not yet 
been filed for nrobate, but a suilicient 
inventory has been made to show thut 
the estate is worth about $10,000. 
This has been distributed to relatives 
and friends in numerous bequests. 
To Mrs. Mann, with whom he board­ 
ed thirty-seven years, he leaves a 
farm in Santa Cruz county. 
It be­ 
longed to George Mel, who married a 
daughter of Mrs. Mann, but w'as en­ 
cumbered with a mortgage. 
This 
mortgage was about to be foreclosed 
when the Governor paid it off, advanc­ 
ing Mel,in addition, $3000 with which 
to máko improvements. Although the 
Governor took a deed to the property, 
he did so as a mere matter of form, 
allowing Mel to retain complete con­ 
trol of it, witli the understanding that 
lie was to pay back the money at his 
own convenience. On his death-bed 
the Governor bequeathed the property 
to Mr. Mel's mother-in-law. The re­ 
mainder of the estate is left to various 
members of the Govsrnor’s family, 
none of whom are wealthy. Governor 
Bartlett was worth $40,000 less when 
he died than twenty years ago. This 
was uot due to business losses, but to 
constantly helping friends and rela­ 
tives. 


THAT EIMBIIACERY CASH. 
Prom inent Politician* Accu*rd of 
Connplracy. 
H an F r a n c is c o , September 24.—In 
an affidavit filed yesterday by Stewart 
Mcnzics, foreman of the Grand Jury, 
in making application for a search 
warrant to obtain certain documents 
in a house in Chinatown, it wus set 
forth that it was thought by deponent 
that the papers would prove that Chris­ 
topher Buckley, Jere. Driscoll, Joe 
Cochrane and 11. H. Lowenthal had en­ 
tered into an agreement by which they 
were to secure the acquital of Fong 
Ching, alias “ Little Pete,” by bribing 
the jury. 
Menzies appeared bofore 
Justice Boland to-day to show cause 
why he should not lie punished for 
contempt for refusing to deliver the 
papers on a writ of replevin. The 
hearing was postponed until Monday.

Christopher A. Buckley stated in an 
interview regarding the affidavit filed 
by Foreman Menzies of the Grand 
Jury: “I think the whole thing is 
the outcome of politii-al animosity on 
the part of Menzies and other parties, 
and I have been threatened wiUi a 
similar exposé some time ago. All I 
can Hav is that the allegations con­ 
tained in Menzies’ affidavit are totally 
false as far as I am concerned. I 
have never sent a telegram or attached 
a signature to any receipt or document 
in connection with the ‘ Little Pete ’ 
case, and none can be produced.”

Ntanfford. 
P ortland, Or., -September 24.— 
A reception was tendered to Senator 
Stanford and party at Masonic Hall 
this evening. The large building was 
literally packed with ladies and gen­ 
tlemen. Senator Stanford was es­ 
corted to the stage by Donald Macloy, 
President of the Portland Board of 
Tiaile, amidst much applause. Hon. 
George H. Williams introduced the 
Senator and delivered an address of 
welcome. He briefly reviewed the 
personal career of Senator Stanford, 
referred to his long and remarkable 
onnection with the Central Pacific 
railroad, 
his 
very 
prominent 
connection with all the great in­ 
terests of California, 
and con­ 
cluded with paying 
a glowing 
tribute to many generous charities 
bestowed by Stauford. His addresss 
was frequently applauded. 
Senator Stanford responded briefly, 
giving his impressions of Oregon. 
He paid a handsome compliment to 
the State, and said its resources were 
boundless and its future possibilities 
great. All that was required to build 
up a rich and prosperous common­ 
wealth here was enterprise and the 
use of its natural resources. It rested, 
he said, with the people themselves. 
At the close of his address hundreds 
came forward and warmly greeted the 
Senator.

Prescott, A. T., September 24.— 
Under Sheriff Waddell has received 
word from the Tonto Basin that a fight 
occurred there on the 18th. Thomas 
Graham, Joseph Ellingwood and a 
man named Middleton were killed on 
the Graham side, and George Newton 
and James Tewksbury on the Tewks­ 
bury side. The Graham party am­ 
bushed near John Tewksbury’s house 
and found Tewksbury on guard. When 
ihe Graham party was discoveied, 
both commenced firing. John Tewks­ 
bury, who was recently ambushed and 
killed, was found ten days later. 
Sheriff Mulvonon, three days after the 
fight reported that Le.ais Packen, of 
Grahain’B party, was missing. 
THE MANIPULATORS.

TROUBLE FEARED. 
A Derelict United State* Army 
Officer. 
F lorence, A. T., September 24.— 
Sheriff Fryer returned from Dudley- 
ville to-day with six Apaches of Es- 
kimizin’s band, held for resisting an 
officer. They are all wanted for cattle 
and horse stealing, and liad gone to 
the reservation. Lieut. Watson of 
San Carlos, promised Fryer to have 
Eskiminzin give up the men wanted, 
but the evidence shows that Watson 
told the Chief to leave for the reserva­ 
tion. It is thought that Watson was 
intoxicated. When the posse went to 
Eskiminzin’s camp to take the six 
{ 
irisoners they found it deserted. They 
ollowed the trail till near dark, lead­ 
ing to the reservation, and they re­ 
turned. All but four of the posse arc 
still at Dudleyville, expecting a retali­ 
atory raid on the settlers by Eskimin- 
zin’s band, reinforced from the reser­ 
vation. 
BAN LUIS OBISPO’S FAIR

S an L uis Obispo, September 24.— 
The San Luis Obispo County Agricul­ 
tural Association, No. 16, met this 
afternoon, and pefected arrangements 
for holding a county fair for four days, 
beginning October 11th.

CHOLERA CASKS REPORTED. 


Adjournment of the Supreme 
Lodge of Odd Fellows—The 
G rand Army’s Advance.

C h ic a g o , Heptemljcr 24.—The death 
order to the Sheriff of Cook County 
was handed down by the Supremo 
Court of Ottawa this morning, and 
reached Sheriff Watson hrter in the 
day. The order recites the substance 
of the decision in the case of the con­ 
demned Anrachists, and the sentence 
of death will he put into execution on 
the eleventh day of November. 
The Cholera Q uarantine. 
N ew Y ork, September 24.—J. T 
Kerle, general agent of the Faure 
line, said this morning he had given 
orders for three days’ provisions to be 
sent to the Hoffman and Swinburne 
Islands, where passengers of the 
Alesia which brought cholera to this 
country, are being kept. He was of 
the opinion that the passengers would 
have to be quarantined for eight or 
ton days, and that after that time 
there need be no fear of further infec­ 
tion. 
f a t a l r e s u l t s a n tic ip a te d 
Three of the cases, those of Cormeei 
Cardier and Griglielis Helwig and his 
four-year-old child, will probably 
prove fatal. The others have more or 
less chance of recovery. The balance 
of the passengers and crew, with the 
exception of three cabin passengers, 
numbering 551, are under supervision 
at Hoffman’s Island, at the expense of 
the steamship company. Should no 
new cases occur, the quarantine will 
Ixi raised in eight or ten days.

(¿RANTED IMMUNITY. 
Punlnlim ent Meted Out to Various 
Criminal*. 
S t .J o h n s , A . T., September 24.— 
Francisco Baca was found guilty yes­ 
terday of embezzlement, with a pen­ 
alty of from one to ten years. He has 
been promised a light sentence pro­ 
vided he informs on his accomplices, 
one of whom is said to be a prominent 
man in the county. Baca was Deputy 
Treasurer, and was chained with rob­ 
bing the county safe, in December. 
1885, of over $11,000. He claimed 
that masked men compelled him to go 
with them to the courthouse and at 
the point of a revolver open the safe. 
Nathan Barth pleaded guilty to em­ 
bracery, and was finen $500. He also 
Bettled the grand larceny case by the 
payment of $9000. The compromise 
was allowed by the Court on promise 
of Barth that he leave the Territory by 
January 1st. 
Charles Gray, accused of cattle 
stealing, was released and given sixty 
days to leave the Territory. If the or­ 
der is not obeyed a nolle prosequi will 
be entered at the next term ; otherwise 
bench warrants wili be issued.

John D. Sprockets has returned from 
a trip to San Diego. A statemei^ is 
made that he has formed an agree­ 
ment with the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe railroad providing for a 
through express from San Diego to 
New York in four days. The train is 
to carry passengers and mail through 
with but few stops, and the Oceanic 
Company’s steamers, if pushed, will 
cross the Pacific from San Diego to 
Sydney, stopping at Auckland, in 
seventeen or eighteen days. 
The 
total time from Sydney to Liverpool 
will be reduced to twenty-eight days. 
Sprockets, it is said, is looking to a 
combination of the Oceanic Company 
and the International Company, run­ 
ning steamers from San Diego to the 
Mexican coast and the Del Campo 
line.

KASSON’S KICK. 
H ow tho lnter*(ute CommlMKlon’* 
Hotel R ill wa* Paid.. 
N ew Y o r k, September 24.—In the 
Tribune this morning was a com­ 
munication to the effect that while in­ 
vestigating the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company at San Francisco, the 
Pacific Railroad Commispiaji borrowed 
money of the investigated company to 
pay its hotel bill and get out of town. 
The writer of the communication 
thought the story should be denied. 
“ It can’t he denied,” said Commis­ 
sioner Littler, at this morning’s ses­ 
sion, “ because it’s true. We did bor­ 
row $4000 of the Central Pacific for 
that purpose. We thought that no­ 
body was more beholden to the Gov­ 
ernment than this road. Within an 
hour after we had borrowed the money 
we received notice from the Secretary- 
of the Treasury that money had been 
placed to our credit, and we paid the 
loan. The next day a letter was read 
from Congressman Kasson of Iowa, 
objecting to the reported language in 
one of the Huntington letters, in 
which ho (Kasson) is spoken of as ‘an 
able fellow on whom we never lost 
any money.’ He says he desired the 
commission to probe the matter to the 
bottom to ascertain if he had ever 
been paid anything by the Central Pa­ 
cific Company or Huntington. The 
commission placed the letter on record, 
together with a statement that there 
was nothing before the commission to 
cause an implication orsuggestion that 
Kasson had ever received any money 
on account of the Central Pacific road 
or for any other purjiose.” As there 
was no further public business before 
the commission, it was adjourned till 
Wednesday. 


A Needed Im provem ent. 
L o d i, September 24.—The corner­ 
stone of the new hotel was laid this 
afternoon in the presence of 400 peo­ 
ple.

A STORY OF THE DEEP. 


Rescue of a Sailor After 
Many Days. 


DISCOVERED AMONG INDIANS. 


The H arrowing Story as Told by 
Vincent—Cannibalism 
Evident.

San Francisco, Septemlier 24.—The 
details of the rescue of a sailor named 
Vincent, the only survivor of the 
whaling bark Napoleon, lost in the 
Arctic Ocean years ago, are given in a 
letter received here to-day. 
Vincent 
was found by the United States 
cruiser Bear in the Indian camp near 
Cape Navaria, as heretofore related in 
the Associated Press dispatches. 
Vincent was in a deplorable condition 
when rescued. The miserable Indian 
clothing which partly covered him was 
tied upon his body in order to keep it 
from falling off, and his head was 
shaved in Indian style. When prop­ 
erly clothed and nourished, the un­ 
fortunate man was at last induced 
to give the history of his terrible 
sufferings. When the whaling bark 
Napoleon, of which he was one of the 
crew, was crushed in the ice, all 
hands took to the boats without pro­ 
curing provisions of any description, 
boon after leaving the bark the boats 
became separated, one in which Vin­ 
cent woh and another going together. 
Each of these boats contained nine 
men, who were sometimes on the ice 
and sometimes in the boats for many 
days. During this time their food 
consisted solely of two small captured 
seals and the leather of their boots. 
Tlie weather was bitterly cold 
and their hands, feet, ears and 
noses became frozen and dropped 
off. 
Insanity and death stared 
them in the face. 
When 
the 
books finally reached the shore, only 
five of the eighteen men composing 
their crews remained. Of these Vin­ 
cent was the only one who was able 
to walk. Two of the men who landed 
died shortly after going ashore, and 
the natives reported that of these two 
men the surviving one ate the flesh 
off the body of his dead companions. 
Vincent, the mate, and a sailor then 
alone remained. The two latter suc­ 
cumbed to death the first winter, and 
Vincent was left among the natives, 
He had lived with the Indians for two 
years and a half, and when at last 
discovered by Captain Healy he was a 
of humanity.

The hospital has received a gift of 
lots from St. Paul’s church. 
It is the 
purpose to secure a proper site and 
erect suitable buildings as soon as pos­ 
sible.

STREET PAVING. 


A ction off th e B oard off P u b lic 
Work* Y esterday. 
Clerk Teed, of the City Council, has 
prepared notices to be sent to the City 
Water Company and the Los Angeles 
Gas Company, instructing them that 
Ihey must do all their work in laying 
pipe and in making connections with 
their mains before the contractors for 
paving Main and Spring streets com­ 
mence work. After the contractors 
have commenced work they will not 
be allowed to open the streets. Con­ 
siderable complaint has been made 
that the gas and water companies 
have delayed the pavers in such a 
manner that a rapid advance has 
been impossible. The Board of Pub­ 
lic Works, in its meeting yesterday, 
recommended this action, and, iu ad­ 
dition, recommended that the con­ 
tractors be allowed to blockade one- 
half of any one block on which they 
may be working. 
This will also 
enable the contractors to make better 
progress, for the citizens do not seem 
to consider the fact that the graders 
and pavers cannot work when the 
teams are on the ground and cannot 
be moved. The Superintendent of 
Streets has also been instructed to re­ 
move all obstructions along th e line of 
the curbing, and this will aid in in­ 
creasing the rapidity of the work.

He is trying to effect some 
arrangement whereby the city can 
share in the expense with the county. 
The matter will probably be brought 
before the Council to-morrow and the 
Supervisors on Tuesday.

Only a few weeks 
agoi the good people of Los Angeles, 
San Bernardino and San Diego coun­ 
ties were invited to attend a railway 
celebration at Santa Barbara on the 
20th of August. In response to that 
invitation over 300 visitors went to 
th.it beautiful town to find no recep­ 
tion, no recognition and no chance to 
return till they had paid $1500 for 
food, drink and lodgings. The cele­ 
bration had taken place the day lie- 
fore, and the “ northern citrus belt” 
and the Anti-State subdivision dele­ 
gates were the only persons that had 
even a mention or a chance to be 
known—a hundred men from the 
northern citrus belt counted for more 
than three hundred from South Cali­ 
fornia. 
A case of a similar nature has just 
occurred in the movement of the great 
body of visitors to the St. Louis Fair. 
About 200 went from the north and 
central part of the State and had the 
lead from the Needles onward, meet­ 
ing and greeting the people on the 
way, accepting their generous hospi­ 
tality and giving the praise to their 
section oi the Stato, while following 
behind 1000 strong, the delegates from 
South California being several hours 
behind, were given no opportunity to 
be seen or heard at these receptions 
to w hich all Californians were invited. 
Four-fifths of the Californians danced 
attendance on the San Francisco dele­ 
c t e s and were carried in after the 
fair. The question is raised if the 
1000 delegates should not have had 
the post of honor in the front instead 
of lagging in the rear behind the 200 
from San Francisco, who bore away 
all the honors. This question is a 
conundrum.

SCHOOLM ATTERS. 


T h e T e r m t o O p e n o n :iM o n 4 n y , 
O c to b e r T h i r d . 
The public schools of this city will 
re-opou on Monday, October 3d, and 
continue iu session thirty-six weeks, 
exclusive of vacations. 
There has 
been no change in the school districts 
and all the children are expected to 
report early on the morning in ques­ 
tion at the schools in their districts. 
In some of the districts there will not 
be accommodation for the scholars, 
and in order that the Board of Educa­ 
tion may know exactly what to do in 
the matter, the parents are requested 
to have the children registered on the 
opening day. 
It is almost certain 
th at the children in the Brooklyn 
Heights district will have to attend 
half a day at the Boyle Heights school, 
and that those in the San Pedro street 
district will go to the Morris Vineyard 
school for half a day, but the children 
are instructed to report on Monday 
morning of next week at tbe San 
Pedro and Brooklyn Heights schools. 
There will in all probability be a press 
for places, and the children in all dis­ 
tricts should be on hand early. 
There will be a teachers’ meeting on 
Saturday 
afternoon, 
October 
1st, 
at 
two 
o’clock, 
at 
which 
all 
the 
teachers 
anil 
principals in 
the 
departm ent 
are expected 
to 
he present. 
Instructions will then be 
issued in preparation for the work of 
th e next term . Teachers will on that 
occasion receive their warrants for 
one-tenth of their salaries.

T b e t i r o i a n d C l e a r e d a n d S w i t c h e s 
L a i d . 
A fortnight ago the 8. P. R. It. Co., 
through its agent, obtairted permission 
of the City Council to 
construct 
switches into the property at the foot 
of Fifth street for the purpose of com­ 
mencing the construction of the new 
passenger depot. 
Since that time two 
tracks have been laid from the Ala­ 
meda street line, and Work on the 
building will shortly commence. The 
orange trees which were on the land 
to b e occupied by the building and 
tracks have been cut down and the 
way prepared for the building opera­ 
tions. The depot will be situated on 
Alameda street, exactly opposite Fifth 
street, the ground extending 1900 feet 
from Fourth to Sixth streets, and be­ 
ing 300 feet in width on the west side 
of Alameda street.

plans and elevation of the depot build­ 
ing have not arrived, it is certain that

in height. It will be the best deuo 
building in the State and surroundeu 
as it is by orange trees it will prove 
very attractive to visitors arriving in 
Los Angeles. I t will contain dining 
roomB, and other apartments for the 
use of travelers and all designed with 
especial care for th at purpose. On a 
triangular piece of land facing the 
depot and fronting on Fifth Btreet and

B e e t S a g r a r . 
A sugar refiner of San Francisco, 
who draws his supplies from the H a­ 
waiian Islands, seeing that the source 
is not one to be permanently relied on, 
and turning his financial telescope, to 
all quarters of the globe for new cane 
fields, fails to discover the object of 
h is search. On the east side of San 
Francisco bay, at Alvarado, he finds a 
little plant where sugar is manufac­ 
tured from beet* grown in the neigh­ 
borhood, and here he gets a new idea. 
Thereupon he hies him away to Ger­ 
many and France, where a supply of 
sugar for nearly all Europe is extracted 
irom beets. He goes to study the in­ 
dustry and the process. So well satis­ 
fied is he with the 
investigation 
that he has returned home with 
th e announcement th at he has pur­ 
chased thirty tons of beet seed in or­ 
der at once to set this great industry 
on foot in California. 
This announcement is one of no 
small moment to the State. 
We are 
now a people in this commonwealth 
of a million and a half of souls. 
We 
are, besides, a community whose pres­ 
ent great industry is fruit growing. 
Large stretches of our country are ex­ 
cellent for grazing purposes, for rattle 
a n d milk. 
Canned fruit and con­ 
densed milk have come forward among» 
the most im portant enterprises of our 
day. Neither can be carried on with­ 
out cheap 
su^ar. 
Sugar 
paying 
duty to enter our ports cannot be 
cheap, 
and 
the 
supply 
to 
be 
had 
from 
Honolulu 
is 
inad­ 
equate. 
The 
population 
now 
in th e State consumes in home use 
perhaps 50,000 poundB a day. The 
refiners here ship Jarge amounts to 
the region east of the mountains. The 
demand will grow at a rapid pace, for 
both home consumption and ship­ 
ment. There is practically no limit 
to put to the possibilities of this trade 
The Alvarado refinery has demon­ 
strated that beet root sugar can be 
produced at a cost which will allow 
the profitable sale of the commodity 
a t a small fraction over five cents per 
pound. That is th e cheapest sugar 
•ver made in the Union. Beets will 
grow in all parts of California. There 
is hardly a county in the State where 
they do not grow to great perfection. 
Of course, some soils are much better 
fitted to their production than others. 
Los Angeles county has wide areas of 
the best soil in the world for the pro­ 
duction of beets. 
The roots raised in 
California, and particularv in South­ 
ern California, are particularly rich in 
saccharine m atter, 
and the sugar 
. made from the beets is equal to the ; 
very best cane sugar. 
The two com­ 
modities cannot he distinguished one 
from the other. 
The severest chem­ 
ical testa reveal no difference between 
them. 
Although the refiner who is moving 
in this has his residence in San Fran­ 
cisco and owns a large refinery in the 
Bay City, that place, nor no other in 
the State, will be able to monopolize 
the business. Sugar is a matter of uni­ 
versal consumption. If it can be made 
•qually as cheap here as at Alvarado— 
and that proposition cannot be con­ 
troverted—we can compete very suc­ 
cessfully with any refinery which lias 
to pay even onc-half a cent per pound 
to get its goods to our doors. Then 
again, Los Angeles is nearer to the 
country east of the Continental Divide 
than San Francisco is, as we have 
much better transportation facilities 
than that city can boast. 
Every ele­ 
ment in the problem gives us the key 
to the situation. 
One of the greatest industries ever 
broached in the State iB about to lie 
launched in this m anufacture of sngar 
from beets. It will call into requisition 
thousands of acres of land, and it will 
pay the cultivators of th at land a large 
profit. Then it will create a great de­ 
mand for labor in the refineries, and 
more important than all it will give 
na cheap sugar With which to can our 


T h e Board of H ealth proposes a 
scheme to get rid of the offal and gar­ 
bage of the city for the small outlay of 
$2500 per annum . This is to include 
the removal and distraction of all 
offal and garbage placed on the side­ 
walks by housekeepers in the city. 
In making a contract for such service 
some very stringent provisions should 
be made for the removal of this m at­ 
ter at projicr hours, and in carts con­ 
structed 
for the purpose. 
To let 
offensive offal stand under the rays of 
the sun along the sidewalks until past 
midday, or to allow the removal of 
this in open, old and leaking carts, is 
something ineffably out of the proper 
order of things. 
Garbage should be 
all taken away in the early hours of 
the morning and soon after it is placed 
on the sidewalks. It should be car­ 
ried in water-tight 
wagons, 
with 
proper covers on them.

T h e real estate sales of Friday, as 
they appeared at the Recorder’s oflice, 
footed up only a little over $100,000. 
This gave occasion for a few weak- 
kneed and slow-brained people to pre­ 
dict a collapse. If these croakers, 
whose voice is always heard in the 
land, no m atter how prosperous times 
are, would or rather could think, they 
migh thave observed that there were 
fully one-half the recorded sales re­ 
ported 
at a 
nominal 
considera­ 
tion.

very often for very large sums. Now, 
on Friday, there aere about one hun­ 
dred and eight sales made, and the 
aggregate of the considerations was 
hardly less than $200,000. But if this 
view is disputed, or not sufficiently re­ 
assuring to the weak-kneed brethren, 
they should all take a glance at the 
transfers recorded yesterday, when 
they numbered one 
hundred and 
eighteen, and the total amount ran up 
to $400,528. That is pretty well for 
dull times. The coming winter will 
see wild times in the sale of realty 
hereabouts. 


A l l well disposed 
people 
are 
anxiously desirous of 6oeing the street- 
paving, now happily begun, carried 
on with vigor, and a big showing 
made in the way of perfect streets 
before the winter gets here with its 
streams of water, and floods of fastid­ 
ious visitors. 
The matter is very im­ 
portant. 
Yet in spite of our universal 
interest in this thing, few of us will 
undergo a very small inconvenience 
in order to aid the good work. The 
City Council, however, has taken the 
m atter np in real earnest, and that 
body proposes to do all possible to 
expedite the paving business. 
To­ 
morrow an ordinance will be pre­ 
sented, and will doubtless pass, au­ 
thorizing those engaged in paving the 
streets, to obstruct all one side of the 
street, to the extent of one block at a 
time, so that the workmen may oper­ 
ate without interruption. This is en­ 
tirely a usual step to take under the 
circumstances, and .where it works a 
little hardship, we must all make the 
best of it, and in the most amiable 
spirit. 
A measure will pass also, call­ 
ing upon the gaB and water companies 
to keep ahead of the paving, in the 
m aking of the necessary changes in 
connections incident to the making of 
the streets. These corporations are 
fortunately in the hands of good busi­ 
ness m en, who doubtless will see the 
propriety of this. 


A n Industrial School for youthful 
offenders has for a long time been 
sadly needed in this city and county. 
Often lias the establishment of such 
an institution been demanded by the 
press. 
But up to the present time no 
really earnest effort in this direction 
has been made by anyone. 
Now, 
however, the need of such a place for 
the confinement of young culprits, 
especially boy criminals, is forcing 
itself on the attention of the authori­ 
ties with redoubled emphasis. 
Cer­ 
tain members of the City Council have 
taken the m atter up in earnest, and 
some action of a definite and pro­ 
gressive character is pretty sure to re­ 
sult. It is known that the Board of 
Supervisors has in mind the selling of 
the County Hospital, and the thought 
has been set in motion to secure 
the buildings and grounds now used 
for the shelter of the iudigents and 
sick of the county as a home for 
boys guilty of crimes which demand 
their restraint for a time. To shut 
these youthful culprits up in a cell 
with fellows who have grown grey in 
the commission of crime, is the best 
way possible to harden these erring 
boys, and set them for good and all in 
the paths of vice. Proi>er treatment 
may reclaim some, ami retard all in 
such a downward career, and it is 
economy to use all proper methods 
for the reformation of such boys. 
Success in some form ought to come 
to the efforts now making in this good 
work.

J o h n and R e so lu ­ 
tion* of th e C onvention. 
Armory hall was crowded to over­ 
flowing last evening with people who 
went to see, more than to listen to the 
prohibitionist, John P. St. John, lec 
ture. Before the lecturer was intro­ 
duced, Elder Houli proposed to his 
method of defraying the expenses of 
the prohibition campaign which was 
when summed up, the old Metho<!ist 
plan of talcing a collection. 
The col 
lection was taken but the amount was 
not announced. 
Mr. Jesse Yarnell 
then introduced the speaker for the 
evening who was greeted with some 
applause. 
Mr. St. John delivered a 
line encomium on the city of Los An­ 
geles and said he saw no boom here 
nut an energetic effort 911 the part of 
its citizens to develop the wonderful 
resources of this grand country. 
Mr. St. John then passed to the 
question of prohibition, and predicted 
that in two years from now prohibi­ 
tion will be in the majority. He stated 
that it was his |>olicy to refrain from 
vilification and throwing mud at any 
party or body of men, and that, per­ 
sonally, he had nothing against any­ 
one, not even the saloon-keepers, for, 
he continued, they are no worse than 
the saloons they keep, and the saloons 
are 110 worse than the law that grants 
them licenses, and the law is no worse 
than the church members that help 
make that law, and the Lord in the 
final day of judgment will bunch to­ 
gether the saloon men and the church 
deacons who helped license them to 
deal out poison. 
“ At present,” said he, “ there are 
only two ways in which to deal with 
tho liquor question—one is high li­ 
cense and the other is prohibition.” 
The former is no worse than 110 
law 
at 
all, 
therefore 
the 
lat­ 
ter 
is 
the 
only way in which 
to 
deal 
with 
this 
dreadful 
curse, and he thought th at the time 
was not far distant when the church 
or the saloon would have to go down. 
To the soberaninded Christian people 
the prohibition party looked to lead it 
on to victory. 
“ These are,” said the 
speaker, “ as it were, the Jersey cream 
of the Democratic and Republican par­ 
ties, and in a few more years there 
will be nothing left but chalk and 
skimmed mil a of those two old par­ 
ties.” 
“ I challenge,” said Mr. St. John, 
“ any newspaper in America to tell me 
any issue that now exists between the 
Democratic and Republican parties. 
Dan Vorhees spoke in Denver a few 
weeks ago, and he had nothing newer 
to offer to his listeners than the Louisi­ 
ana purchase, and a few’ weeks since 
John Sherman spoke to an immense 
throng at Springfield, 111., and his 
theme was the remarkable new one of 
‘more protection to life needed.’ 
He 
hero referred to his home being burned 
and later to his life being endangered 
in Indiana, and to six m artyrs, as he 
called them, who have fallen battling 
for intemperance. 
During the course of his lecture 
Mr. St. John read comments upon 
him from the morning Times, and pro­ 
ceeded to review the reviewer. 
Mr. 
St. John’s rem arks brought down the 
house on several oecasious. The Re­ 
publicans in general seemed to coine 
in for the greater share of criticism. 
During the afternoon session of the 
Prohibition Convention the following 
resolutions were adopted: 
Resolved, That we cordially welcome 
to California our late standard-bearer, 
the Hon. John I‘. St. John, and as­ 
sure him of our nndoubting confidence 
in his integrity and nobility of charac­ 
ter. We rejoice th a t in all this broad 
land and among the many thousands 
of those who know him intimately 
and thoroughly, not a whisper of sus­ 
picion has ever been set afloat con­ 
cerning him, but by two or three par­ 
ties whose self-coiifesaed originality 
rendered their testimony utterly void 
and worthless. 
We hope that our< 
heroic visitor may in a very few years 
hence be our victorious standard- 
bearer in the Presidential chair. 
Resolved (2), That the executive 
officers of the County Committee be 
authorized to puBh the completion of 
the organization of this county, to 
secure an early visitation of the dubs 
and leagues, and, if possible, to assist 
our neighbor counties to start the 
work of organization at an early date. 
Resolved (3), That we commend the 
formation of Young Men’s Prohibi­ 
tion Clubs, to meet weekly, in every 
community of this State, as one of the 
best promises of speedy success. 
Resolved (4), That we extend to the 
W . C. T. U. of Southern California 
our sympafhv and promise our sup­ 
port and willing assistance in their 
great work of education anil reform, 
and commend their enterprise 
of 
building headquarters as one of vast 
importance to the financial, moral and 
religious interests of the city. 
Resolved (5), That w'e endorse the 
r 


titioii of the W. C. T. U. to A. T. & 
F. Company, requesting them to 
pem it no drinking bars or liquor sa- 
foons in their depots or stations, and 
to demand of their employees on the 
trrins and in their management, an 
entire abstinence from the use of all 
intoxicating beverages. 
Resolved (6), That we' re-aflirm our 
county platform adopted September 
4th, 1886, and rejoice that our Eastern 
compatriots in New York, Pennsylva­ 
nia and Nebraska have adopted a 
similar aggressive declaration of prin­ 
ciples. 
. . . . . 
Resolved (7), That our prohibitum 
clubs throughout tho county should 
endeavor to cultivate prohibition sen­ 
tim ent in their committees by a liber­ 
al patronage of the temperance press, 
which should be, is, and always has 
been, the strongest and most constant­ 
ly active arm of the service. 
Resolved (8), That we tender our 
kindest sympathy to Sister Miss Em ­ 
m a Harrison, State Organizer of the 
W. C. T. U ., who, owing to her in­ 
tense labors at Sacramento in aiding 
to secure the passage of the Scientific 
Instruction law, has been now fivé 
m onths a suffering invalid, confined to 
her bed. We lament aiso her absence 
from the field of labor in which she 
was so eminently capable, active and 
useful, and we pray for her speedy re- 
stortation to health and usefulness. 
Resolved (9), That wo petition the 
State C'entrul Committee to fix the 
place for holding the next State Con­ 
vention in 1888 at Los Aqgeles, or at 
some place in the southern portion of 
the State, believing that the large pre­ 
ponderance of the southern vote at 
this time entitles us to ask that we 
may have one session of th e State 
Convention th«*t will best accommo­ 
date the large majority of the dele­ 
gates of the State. 
Resolved (10), That we recognize the 
valuable services of Miss C. S. Bur­ 
n ett in her recent tour of the County, 
and commend her as a very success­ 
ful speaker and organizer whom all 
her audiences without exception most 
highly appreoiate. 
And we likewise 
endorse and highly commend our 
young organizer, Mr. Samuel Grogg. 
Resolved, (11), That in view of the 
almost universal use of cigarrettes and 
cigars by the boys and young men of 


Los Angeles, and of the ruinous effects 
of those poisonous habits upon the 
health and inorals of youth, we deem 
it the duty of ull 
Prohibitionists, 
Christians, patriots and good citizens 
to discourage and discountenance the

>raetice, and to use our personal kind- 
y influence w ith the young to this 
end, on all fitting and convenient occa­ 
sion. 
Resolved, (12), That W. Jennings 
Dcmorest, in conceiving the plan and 
paying the necessary expenses of in­ 
augurating the Demorest prize medal 
contests, deserves and should receive 
the gratitude of mankind, and that 
we, as members of tho Prohibition 
party, will endeavor to promote these 
competitions among our juvenile or­ 
ganizations. 
Resolved, (13). That this convention 
tender a vote of thanks to Mrs. Lucy 
S. B lanched for her w.ork in the \V. 
C. T. (J. Band of Kope, and especially 
in training the young orators of this 
city to so eloquently plead the cause 
of the home against the saloon.

IN 
LANGUAGE. 


W hen It I* to Re C ondem ned and 
W h e n I t l l * A d m i s s i b l e . 
People are apt enough 
to 
sav, 
“ Pomp in language is hateful; noth­ 
ing hut what is simple and unadorned 
is tolerable.” and then to turn from 
this projxjsition to instance 
some 
passage of English prose as perfect, in 
which the writer can be seen, if we 
look below the surface, to have shown 
the most extreme solicitude for get­ 
ting that well ordered procession of 
sound and sense which is essential not 
only to dignified, but to all, clear and 
lucid writing. 
When we say we hate 
pomp in writing, we really mean had 
j*oin|>, 
not good. 
Dr. Johnson is 
often the extreme instance of bad 
pomp in words—of pompouBness of 
language. 
But, if he too often fell 
into th e strutting vein so inimitably 
parodied 
in 
the “ Rejected 
Ad­ 
dresses,” 
he could also 
marshal 
his 
phrases 
and 
periods 
with 
a 
rhythm 
of 
exquisite 
grace. 
There are volumes in the^style of: 
“ Professions, lavishly 
effused and 
parsimoniously verified are very alike 
inconsistent with the precepts of innate 
rectitude and tho practice of external 
policy ; let it not then be conjectured 
that because we are unassuming we 
are imljeciles; that forbearance is any 
indication of des|R>ndency or humanity 
of dem erit.” (We quote from the par­ 
ody, which is a convenient quintes­ 
sence of l>r. Johnson’s faults of style.) 
But there are also passages like that 
which closes the “ Life of M ilton,” cr 
the preface to the dictionary. 
It is tlie 
good, not the bad pomp of language, 
when Johnson writes as he does ot 
Milton’s great poems: 
“ H is great 
works were performed under discoun­ 
tenance and in blindness, blit diffi­ 
culties vanished at his touch; lie 
was bom for whatever is 
ardu­ 
ous, and his 
work 
is not 
the 
n ea test of heroic poems only because 
it is not the first.” 
In our own day 
we have seen another instance of a 
writer who, though 
he 
had not 
sufficient 
taste 
to 
prevent 
him 
from 
constantly 
falling 
into 
extrem e 
and, 
indeed, 
ridicu­ 
lous pomposity of phrase, yet at the 
same time was capable of the true 
pomp. 
Lord Beaconstield wrote the 
passages on the 1110011 in “ Vivian 
Gray” anil “ Tancred,” but he also 
wrote the impressive tribute to Lord 
George Bentinck. We must, however, 
leave the subject of the charm of 
pomp in words, with so much hinted 
at as to the conditions that govern it. 
To pursue it ¡11 any sense adequately 
would, 110 doubt, lead one along some 
of the most delightful paths ot Eng­ 
lish literature, but the subject is one 
which cannot properly be tacked 011 
to the more general view uf the charm 
of pomp which we have endeavored 
to set liefore our readers.

T h e Steel H all O utlook. 
Some steel rail manufacturers are 
lieginuing to anticipate a falling off in 
the dem and for rails in 1888, based on 
the fact th at they are not booking 
many orders for the coming year. 
While it is somewhat early in the 
season to expect orders for the coming 
season, still there is some reason for 
believing that construction will not be 
as great as during 1887, although new 
enterprises are being announced every 
day and an enormous mileage has 
been projected. The great companies 
are not 
likely 
to 
push compe­ 
tition 
into each 
other’s 
territory 
so actively next year as they are now 
doing, and this is a matter for con­ 
gratulation. 
But there is still a vast 
extent of unoccupied territory which 
must have railways, and thousands of 
miles will continue to be added each 
year for an indefinite period. 
That 
the prices of rails are likely to be low­ 
er is not a matter for surprise. 
Tho 
rail makers of the country have been 
overloaded with orders during the past 
year and have pushed prices up so 
high that they have invited foreign 
competition. The Southern Pacific 
company has received or has now on 
the way 55,000 tons of rails manufact­ 
ured inEngland which are to be used 
in extensive developments of that 
Bystem in California, and very con­ 
siderable quantities of English rails 
have been bought for other roads, the 
imports for the year ending September 
30th aggregating 77,026 tons, against 
10,476 in 1876, and 4177 in 1885. 
As 
a result of this foreign competition, in 
connection with the belief entertained 
in some quarters that railroad con­ 
struction will show a falling oft’ .next 
year, prices of rails have materially 
declined. 
They are now quoted at 
Eustern mills at about $38 for delivery 
this year, while for next year’s delivery 
$36 is accepted. One Pennsylvania mill 
reports the sale of 15,000 tons at that 
rate. 
Every rail mill in the country 
has all the orders that it can fill (lur­ 
ing the present year, and when 1888 
opens it will very likely be found that 
the fears of a great falling off in con­ 
sumption have been 
much exag­ 
gerated and that, at prices which will 
keep out tlie foreign article, American 
mills will still be kept busy. 
The re­ 
duction of from $4 to $6 a ton com­ 
pared witli the prices which have been 
obtained this year will of itself en- 
cournge railway building, as it will 
mean a reduction of something like 
$400.or $500 per mile in the cost of 
construction. 
_ 
In this connection it should be said 
that unfounded reports have been 
published to the effect that all tho 
great western railway companies had 
decided to stop further construction 
for the coming year. While new en­ 
terprises are not now projected by 
these companies on as great a scale as 
that of 1887, they all have lines under 
construction on which work will be 
continued next year, and the irresisti­ 
ble forces of competition will also very 
probably incite them to other under­ 
takings which now are not antici­ 
pated.—[Railway Age.

SONGS OF THE WAR. 


O rlflR o f P op o lo r W ar n«l*4le> 
M F a m ilia r oa “ Old Hundred.'» 
Ono of the moat interesting articles 
In the Century for August is from the 
pen of Brauder Matthews, who gives 
the historv of the most famous war 
songs. Oi all these songs Mr. Mat­ 
thews thinks but two are finer than 
“ Yankee Doodle” and the ‘‘Star 
Spangled Banner,” and these are 
“John Brown’s Body” and “ Marching 
Through Georgia.” Of the former 
the genesis of both words aud music 
is obscure. His conjectural construc­ 
tion of the story of the song is briefly 
thus: 
In 1840 William Steflfe, of Phila­ 
delphia. was asked by a fire company 
in Charleston, South Carolina, to 
write an air to certain verses, the 
chorous of which began; "Say, bum 
mors, will you meet us?” After the 
air had served its purpose a new set 
of words was fitted to it and it became 
the 
camp-meeting 
hymn. 
“ Say 
brothers, will you meet us?” lu 1860 
the same air was given to Republican 
campaign songs. 
When Fort Sumpter was tired on 
the campaign songs, the camp-meet­ 
ing songs, the street songs, among 
which was “Tell John Andrew John 
Brown's Dead,” were fused,as it were, 
and “John Brown’s Body” came into 
being. 
Mr. Matthews says this song 
was put together by a quartet of men 
in the Massachusetts Tigers, and the 
soldiers of the Twelfth Massachusetts 
Regiment sang it a$ they marched 
down Broadway July 24, 1H61. They 
eang it incessantly until 1862, and bv 
that time the whole nation was famil­ 
iar with it. 
The most popular war song of the 
•Sooth was “ My Maryland.” 
James 
R. Randall was its author. He was a 
native of Baltimore, ‘but in April, 
1861, was residing in New Orleans. 
From the papers of that city he read 
a highly colored account of the attack 
•on the Massachusetts troops while 


travel to other lands in pursuit of the 
victims, plotting and scheming to get 
them within their craftily created 
toils. Even their employers regard 
them with suspicion, and those they 
most benefit are often those who re­ 
gard them with the greatest con­ 
tempt and disgust. In the reign of 
Ixmis XVIII. the Due Decazes was 
once attacked, as bead of the Parisian 
police, by a mein bef of the Chamber 
of Deputies, who pointed out as dis­ 
graceful to his department and the 
Government the vile characters lie 
employed as spies for detecting crime. 
The Due replied sarcastically: “Show 
me the honest men who will under­ 
take their duties and I will promise to 
employ them !” 
The retort was a 
crusher, to which the Deputy had no 
reply, for spies were then regarded as 
absolute State necessities. 
During the last French Empire you 
could not venture even in any private 
assembly and utter safely any political 
opinion, if they chanced to be antago­ 
nistic to the Government, and it is 
said that this policy was but a contin­ 
uance of that adopted during the latter 
part of the reign of King Louis Phi 
lippe, when a complete network of es- 
pomage surrounded every social circle 
and 
had 
its 
representative 
in 
almost every 
home. 
It 
was 
said that no reunion private 
or 
public, composed of more than a 
certain number of people, ever took 
place in Paris without the cognizance 
and surveillance of the police. 
No 
matter what the rank or the position 
of the giver of a feast might lie, he 
was commanded to forward a certain 
numl>er of tickets to the Prefecture for 
guests who were sure to arrive, cour­ 
teous in manner, fashionable in dross 
and apparently highly educated and 
very agreeable men and women of the 
very highest respectability, but spies 
every one.—{London Tid-Bits.

PROFESSIONAL SPIES. 


A C a l l i n g T b a t V m C o n s id e r e d 
I n f a m o u s b y t h e A n c ie n t s . 
Although the changes wrought by 
time and social progress has elevated 
into respectability many professions 
anciently regarded as infamous, and 
converted into mere baseless preju­ 
dices, objections once by no means 
without foundation, some are still 
honestly and wholesomely detested. 
That of a spy, for instance. Involv­ 
ing ideas of aeceit, lying and treach­ 
ery, with which it is but too often as­ 
sociated, it is at least tolerated as a 
disagreeable necessity. 
No man or 
woman like to be called a spy, ¡ 
* 
be regarded as a professional sp 
be infamous all the world over. 
The purpose of the spy ia not that 
of the detective, who is secret and 
watchful, but not necessarily treach­ 
erous. A genuine spy makes it his 
heartless and cruel huBinesa to win 
confidence only to betray it—to enjoy 
hospitality as a guest, that he may 
bring down ruin upon his host and 
misery upon his family. He professes 
friendship to those he is anxious to 
disgrace, and affection where his only 
intentions are those of cold blooded 
malignity. What could be more vile 
or baee ? 
And yet spies of the very worst 
type have existed in all classes of 
Society and in all times. In Russia to 
tli is day there are men asd women of 
the highest rank who are not ashamed 
to act as spies, secretly engaged by 
the chiefs of police and others who do 
such dirty work as amateurs merely 
to serve political endB, these of the 
Government or those of the secret 
a s s a s sin s , called 
ihilists. 
While the Bourbons were on the 
French throne, and all through the 
~ 
i of Napoleon the Great and Na- 
i the Little, spies abounded. In 
‘ 
e for many years not 
in Italy. 
Nor 


will not display the same amount of 
appreciation at the conclusion of his 
repeated task as they have already 
manifested, the interest on both sides 
naturally having 
abated 
by the 
lengthened demands made on their 
mental powers. 
By such means, the artist is fatigued 
aud disappointed; and his sensitive 
organization receives a shock, slight it 
may be, but nevertheless harmful to 
his artistic vitality. 
A custom has arisen of substituting 
some other composition instead of re­ 
peating the work encored. This is a 
decidly objectionable practice, and, 
besides, implies that the artist accepts 
the demand for a farther display of 
his own personal abilities rather than 
as the expression of a desire to hear 
again the composition he has just in­ 
terpreted. 
Viewed commercially, it is also un­ 
just to the artist. 
He receives a cer­ 
tain fee for specified work; and, as a 
reward for fulfilling his task satisfac­ 
torily, he is asked to repeat it without 
additional payment for so doing. The 
principle certainly will not apply to 
other cases. 
For instance, no wine 
merchant would appreciate the com­ 
pliment of being asked to Hupply a 
second basket of Mumm’s Extra Dry 
gratis, because the former consign­ 
ment just consumed was so entirely 
to the buyer’s taste. 
Nor would a 
painter, sculptor, or poet duplicate 
one of his productions without extra 
charge, simply because the originals 
had proved so highly acceptable to 
their patrons. 
Dragonetti (the greatest contrabas­ 
sist the world has ever known) was 
inexorable in his refusal to accept an 
encore; bnt it is related that on 
ono occasion, after the public had 
insisted—vainly, as usual—on a repe­

pagaencora?” The entrepreneur con­ 
sented, and Dragonetti returned to the 
platform and performed his solo a 
second time. This was, however, the 
only occasion on which he ever did so. 
Of course, the suppression of the 
encore fieiul could be easily accom­ 
plished by the artists themselves, but 
there are many reasons beyond the 
ken of the uninitiated that render it 
most unlikely the majority of them 
will join in siich a crusade. 
In the first place, it has become the 
fashion to regard certain airs in ora­ 
torios and ojteras, as well as detached 
pieces, aH stereotyped encores; ami a 
singer who fails to secure one in such 
instances is often regurdedas a failure. 
Then the publisher of a song finds 
that its sale is greatly enhanced if it 
is always encored when sung in pub­ 
lic. Frequently, too, the vanity of the 
performer induces him to various 
devices, in order to secure the encore 
he deems necessary to maintain his 
position in popular estimation. There­ 
fore, we are frequently horrified by ex­ 
amples of execrable taste designed to 
woo the ears of the public at large, 
such as interpolated cadenzas or a sus­ 
tained note of great altitude and deaf­ 
ening power at the close of a song. 
As long as this state of aflairs is 
accepted, so long shall we be com­ 
pel led to “assist ’ at the havoc wrought 
by the repetition of portions of operas, 
which delavs the uction and renders 
the situation ridiculous, involving pos- 
8ibly the resurrection of the singer, in 
order to die a second time. 
Young artists also entertain an alto­ 
gether mistakenTidea as to the value 
of encores, recalls, floral offerings, and 
the other customary ceremonies at­ 
tending their 
public appearances. 
When the question is asked if they 
made an artistic success, the replv is 
too frequently to the effect that they 
made the most extraordinary impres­ 
sion, were compelled to reaptiear and 
accept repeated encores, besides bteing 
the recipients of flowers in profu­ 
sion. 
Such 
well-meant attentions 
on the part of injudicious friends do 
more to hopelessly wreck the young 
artists at the very outset of their 
eareer than can be well conceived. 
The same plan is adopted both in the 
ase of the worthy and the hopelessly 
unworthy, and therefore such compli­ 
ments have no significance; and, in 
the case of the former, the artistic in­ 
stinct is apt to be blunted amid the 
distracting influences of such unmer­ 
ited public demonstrations. 
Encores are to be deprecated in 
every instance. It is far more stimul­ 
ating to the musical palate to enjoy 
the remembrance of a single per­ 
formance of a fine composition than 
to sutler a feeling of over-repletion 
consequent on it» immediate refieti- 
tion, which is a source of more or less 
mental fatigue to t>oth executant» and 
listeners. 
A firm resistance to such demands 
is also conducive to the advantage of 
the artist, if rightfully regarded.— 
[Musical Herald.

If, as some writer asserts, “the mountains 
have ever been the home of freedom,” yet 
the seaside lias always been the nursery of 
intellect.

It talks for itself with voices of 
health aud «>f he&uty; voices of healing and 
of life; voices of vigorous ozone and untie­ 
ing balm; voices of Christmas roses aud of 
oleanders and lillies blooming iu the Jan­ 
uary sunshine. 
Of course it is new; of course it is a little 
crude in some things; of course the Opera 
houses arc yet to be built, and the system of 
sewage yet to be perfected, but if you are in­ 
clined to complain of these things jnst turn 
to the telegrapn column and read/‘Chicago, 
November, 1987.—The thermometer at the 
Sigual Service office this morning registered 
30degrees below zero. A Minnesota zephyr 
is approaching at the rate of 80 miles 
hour.” Then, aguiu, we will have the 
Opera Houses and mansions and drives very 
soon, and we never will have the blizzards 
or the snow. 
A blind man ought to be able to see that 
the tide of growth here will be like that of 
the Pontic sea, which “ ne’er knows return­ 
ing ebb.” We have an exceedingly rich aud 
prosperous people—overy sixty millions— 
uud wealth has accumulated since the war 
even in greater ratio than the population. 
Money is a drug at 4 per cent, per annum. 
There are more people lu the United States 
this day who arc able to live upon their in­ 
comes, than there are iu Great Britain, Ger­ 
many or Russia. These people have filled 
Florida with costly mansions—habitable 
only for three or four mouthB in the year, 
and they have lined the Atlantic sea-coast 
with summer cities, where the hotels and 
cottages are tenantless from October until 
June. They are now coming here and 
iu five years there will be houses facing the 
withiu a stone’s throw of each other, all 
the way from Santa Monica to San Diego 
bay. . 
Aud of all these^iiles of coast no plaec 
presents so 18any attractions as Leucadia. 
The beach in frout of it is better than at any 
other point, for the water shoals very slowly 
and the surf is very light, and for driving 
purposes there Is not such a beach on the 
coast. It is a tweuty-mile track iu perfect 
condition, swept and sprinkled and graded 
by the tide twice each duy, and the tide Is 
the best and most economical supcriut-cud 
cut of roads in the couutry. A nabuudant 
supply of water for h11 purposes will be 
piped along every avenue, aud the little 
city will, wilhiu a season or two, be em­ 
bowered in foliage. I^eucudiu is ubout two- 
thirds of thu way to San Diego by the new 
road of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad Company, and will command the 
trade of the rich valleys adjacent. 
There is only one other such place as !>eu- 
cadia In the world. It is a little city on the 
Mediterranean, at the foot of the Alps, called 
Mentone. 
8am Cox immortalized the spot 
iu his “Search for Winter Sunbeams”; and 
ut Mentone the conditions are not as perfect 
us at Leucadia, for onCe in a while the 
“mistrael” sweeps down on Mentone, and 
the landlord's cofibre are depleted by the 
cost of providing fire for the other “cough- 
ers.” (A horrible pun, but alf tastes must 
be consulted.) 
I-ots in Mentone, 50 feet front, sell for 50,­

peculiar disorder of the nostrils mid ad­ 
jacent parts, which prevails to an alarming 
extent, and is productive of very serious 
consequence?. 
Thu most prominent and «diarnctcristic 
feature is a morbid discharge from the head, 
varying in its nature at diflbreut times. 
In Mime there is an almost constant flow 
of clear, acrid fluid, but oftcnerau offensive, 
purulent or mueo-purulent, greenish-yellow 
matter is secreted, which accumulates iu 
the nostrils or drops into the throat, neces­ 
sitating its frequent removal by blowing the 
nose or expectoration, and often by both 
processes. Sometimes patieuts feel as 
though their hcud whs in a state of rotten­ 
ness, so great is the amount of matter dis­ 
charged Hnd s<» fetid is its o«lor. The pa­ 
tient is greatly annoyed by the constant 
dropping into the throat of the morbid 
matter from the head, and as a recumbent 
position naturully favors the flow downward 
his rest is frequently disturbed front this 
cause. Many sufferers are obliged to lie -% itti 
the head very ntueh elevated in order to 
sleep with some degree ot comfort. 
In others a tough, viscid nod ofibuslve 
phlegm collects behind and above the soft 
imlate, iu the passage between the throat and 
head, adhering to the parts with gluish tenac­ 
ity. Its lodgment embarrasses 1 expiration 
and creates a sensation of irritation and un­ 
easiness in the affected locality, which gives 
rise to a constant and almost irresistible de­ 
sire to relieve that discomfort by drawing 
the mucus into the throat so as to eject it by 
the mouth.

popularly known as “Dry 
Catarrh." 
The disease speedily extends to the air 
cavities of the tx>ucs of the forehead and 
face, giving rise to a disticasing sensation of 
heavy weight »»r compression over the fore­ 
head, especially In the region above and be­ 
tween the eyes, and to a feeling ol fulness, 
heat, irritation, sor> ness or pui iu the nos­ 
trils near the r«x>t of the nose, as well as in 
the upper part of the throut, above and be­ 
hind the soft pulHte.

The nasal membrane is thickeucd and 
conjestcd, causing thu nose to be stepped up, 
sometimes 011 one side, sometimes on the 
other, and often on both, giving rise to a 
disagreeable, stuffy sensation in the head, 
and occasioning violeut as«k-prolonged 
paroxysms of sneezing. 
The voice is weak, indistinct and hnsky, 
or of a nasal character, displaying u sort of 
sniffing quality.

A SKETCH IN OIL. 


T h e 
UrcntcNt

In 
th e 
W orld —A 
r o u n tr y 
F lo w in g 
W ith 4<¡un and Oil. 
W riting a letter from the top of an 
oil tank into which the odorous fluid 
is flowing at the rate of hundreds of 
gallons every minute, is anything but 
pleasant, especially when one con­ 
templates the fact that 
"W a sh au d s c ru b as you w ill, 
T h e scen t o f th a t oil w ill h a n g ro u n d you 
still.’’ 
fThe derrick at Slaughterbeck well 
No. 3. is surmounted by a large broom 
which indicates thatjthis is the largest 
well of the season. 
This claim is dis­ 
puted by the drillers and owners of 
other wells, but the fact cannot be 
controverted that No. 3 is a gusher 
and no mistake. 
W hen a Blade reporter readied the 
Slaughterbeck well, it was deserted, 
but a roar sounding like that of a 
distant waterfall fell upon his ear. 
Prospecting, he found that the door 
to the temporary oil shanty which 
covered the tanks had been left un­ 
locked, and mounting a score of slip­ 
pery stairs lo the top of the tanks, a 
peep into the oil cataract was obtained. 
Imagine if you can a circular cistern 
us large as a good-sized house, and 
you have a faint idea of an oil tank. 
The tank rests upon the surface of the 
ground, and may be located in a 
wheat field, in a forest, in a ditch— 
anywhere the oil is found and the op­ 
erators can obtain room to locate 
them . W hen the oil is flowing, not 
only the tanks, but the surrounding 
buildings and the surface of the earth 
is shaken by the force of the escaping 
petroleum. 
Glancing down into the depths from 
the top of the tanks, tho spectator be­ 
holds a spectacle to be remembered 
ever. The oil, which has the appear­ 
ance and consistency of thin molasses, 
is churned and foaming with the 
forco of the escaping gas. A stick is 
swept from your hand with a force 
like that of a mighty cataract. 
Over­ 
powered by the fragrance a ^ awed 
by the noise, you understand w hat a 
“ guBher” is. 
The Slaughterbeck well are located 
upon a farm belonging to an old man 
named 
Slaughterbeck. 
They are 
owned almost entirely bv the Ibium- 
gardners aud other parties in Toledo, 
and Hankey A Sands, of Bowling 
Green. Tho lands are situated in a 
typical black swamp forest, and land 
which a few months ago could have 
been bought for a few dollars an acre 
is cheap at any price, even though it 
runs up into the thousands per acre. 
“Ola Man Slaughterbeck,” as he is 
called by the drillers, strolled out to 
look at his farm ia the afternoon. He 


has the reputation of being a crank, 
but a man can afford to lie a crank 
when he getH $3000 in three months as 
his share of a single well, and when 
there is room for a hundred more on 
his farm. He still dresses in an old 
brown suit, wears a straw hat and a 
long brown beard, and is very pleasant 
and kind to visitors. 


LOME MOKE WELLS. 
The field is so large aiul the amount 
of work that is being done bo great 
that it is imjiossible to give anything 
more than a brief synopsis of the situ­ 
ation all over the field. Indeed, when 
it is remembered that 250 wells have 
been drilled in Northwestern Ohio the 
utter impossibility of making even a 
passing mention is apparent to all. 
On account of the low price paid by 
the Standard Company, and an agree­ 
m ent signed by many of the principal 
operators agreeing to suspend ojiera- 
tions for nine m onths, no more wells 
are being drilled than necessary. 
In 
some instances large sums of money 
have been paid the fanners for an ex­ 
tension of the leases. The fanners in 
many parts of the country refuse to 
grant an extension. Often this is be­ 
cause they want work on the wells 
pushed, but more oUen it is because 
they think the operators will throw up 
the lease in preference to drilling. 
Between the upper and nether m ill­ 
stones of the purchasers and the farm­ 
ers, the operators claim they are hav­ 
ing a hard tim e of it. but refuse to 
throw up their leases ao long as there 
is any hope for relief in any direction. 
Near the Slaughterbeck wells are 
tho famouH Fulton well aud the Pro- 
duco Exchange wells, both of which 
have never ceased to supply hundreds 
of barrels of oil since the drills tapped 
the Trenton. 
Probably 110 oil wells 
have ever paid better than these two 
wellH—even during the palmiest days 
of oil operations in Pennsylvania. 
The Haskins well is a mystery vet, 
hut an oil scout says that it is a good 
oiler though only a few feet in the 
Trenton, and that when opened up it 
will undoubtedly prove one of the fin­ 
est in the laud. 
The discovery of oil 
at Haskins extends the boundaries of 
tho oil district many miles to the north 
and west, and makes the Ohio field the 
largest in the world. 
The oil well, the pot of George J. 
Sherman, of Toledo, is located on 
Shanaberger’s farm, nearly a mile 
south of Cygnet. It has already filled 
three tanks, and a lino has been laid 
to Cygnet. This is the well that has 
l>een labeled Flicker No. 1. 
The well on the Fanny Peters farm 
can fill four tanks which are located 
near it in an incredibly short sjiace of 
time. 
It is owned by the M. & O., 
and the owners are confident that the 
Fanny Peters farm will bCat the world. 
The suspension of oi>erations in the 
field struck Frank l/osee, but lie claims 
that when completed, it will lie the 
‘ daisyest well in the lot.” 
The “lawyers” well in which Sena­ 
tor Dodd ajid Harmon, and a doaeu 
inore Toledo attorneys are interested, 
is still proving better than a gold mine 
or a good big law suit. 
Said that the Fulton well, the well 
first discovered, is still belching out 
oil at the rate of 500 barrels j*er day. 
Here is the oldest well in the field 
with such a remarkable record, arid 
yet the story is circulated that Ohio 
wells won’t last. 
W ithin sight of the Produce E x­ 
change well are a dozen wells in 
alxmt as many acres. Jake Van Neer, 
of A rchbald,‘lias three wells 011 tl 10 
forty acres liought from ex-Governor 
Foster before the news reached Fos- 
toria of the wonderful wells in that 
vicinity. They are all located half a 
inile south of the village of Hammans- 
burg. 
Directly north of Hammansburg 
the Vanilergrifts own a 300 barrel 
well upon the William Ham m anfarm . 
Northeast of Hammansburg, H an­ 
key, Sands & Poe have a 350 i>er day 
well which is holding out beyond the 
exjiectations of the owners and drillers. 
One-half mile north of Hanimans- 
burg, on the Auverter farm, the Michi­ 
gan and Ohio Natural Gas and Oil 
Company have a well which filled an 
800-barrel tank in eight hours. 
On the northern end of the Auver­ 
ter farm another well equally as large 
is attracting considerable attention. 
Across the road the New York syn­ 
dicate from Ithaca, N. Y., have on the 
Weir farm a 500-barrel well. 
The Vaudergrifts claim that the 
Chest Bay well in Liberty township, 
more than a mile from this well, is the 
best in the field. The well is closed 
up and no one knows now just what 
the well will do, but all adm it th a t it 
is a great gusher. 
On all sides of the .Christ Bay well 
the AI. A 0 . own lenHcs and options, 
and they will speedily 
commence 
operations. 
Just across the road on tho Dan 
Mercer farm is located a 400-barrel 
well. 
On the Sangler farm, north one 
mile, a magnificent well has been 
drilled in by Hankey. 
The AVhitehousc well already ljas 
000 feet of casing and is not yet 
through the limestone. 
The Sylvania well has been aban­ 
doned at a depth in the surface lime-, 
stone of over 1000 feet. 
Jersey City has an oil well whieli, 
at the depth of 360 feet flows 60 bar­ 
rels a day. 
Both the Standard Com­ 
pany ana the Vandergrifts have had 
their agents in this field for six weeks 
past leasing every available foot of 
territory. 
The Wagner well at Lindsey is one 
of the best on the northern edge of the 
gas and oil fields. 
The Farmers well at Millbury is 
still dragging its slow length along. 
The workmen have been fishing for 
tools for the last two months. 
Stock­ 
holders and citizens are becoming dis­ 
gusted. 
THE WASTE OF OIL. 
No one who has not visited th e oil 
fields in Northwestern Ohio has any 
idea of the manner in which oil is go­ 
ing to waste. 
It is the same old story 
of a lack of economy wherever there 
is an unlimited supply. 
To-morrow if a fair price could be 
paid for Ohio oil, and the pii>© lines 
and tanks could be made to care for 
the production in the Wood county 
fields alone probably 100,000 barrels 
would not equal the supply. 
And 
this could in a few weeks lie indefi­ 
nitely increased. 
Alánulucturers and business men in 
Tolodo, who have been in the habit of 
paying fifty cents iier barrel for oil for 
fuel, would open their eyes wide could 
they Bee ditches filled to overflowing 
with crude oil. 
In sorao eases small 
lakes of oil are formed iu recesses of 
the Black Swamp, in which you can 
shove a long pole out of sight. 
Everything is saturated with oil. 
Gather apples at some orchard near 


the road, and they are coated with oil. 
The cattle drink Che oily water in the 
rivers and jio o Ih , and the butter and 
milk has an oily taste und fragrance 
Whole fields of corn, tho leaves of 
trees, the fences and even the flowers 
are often covered with an oil spray, 
which makes a trip through the 
Black Swamp interesting if not pleas­ 
ant. 
The people of the Black Swatnp are, 
by allowing such vast quantities of 
oil tb run to waste, fixing everything 
for an immense conflagration. Once 
let a lire get started in this land of oil 
aud the fires in the pine woods will 
not bo able to hold a candle to the 
burning. 
Not only derricks and dril­ 
lers and shanties will go, but farm 
houses, fences and whole towns are in 
danger of being swept, out of existence. 
This tremendous waste of hundreds 
of thousands of barrels of crude oil 
suggests the question, Is there no way 
to get this oil to Toledo and use it for 
cheap fuel in Toledo factories, which 
are now paying 50 cents a barrel for 
an article which here is almost as free 
as water. An angry producer sayB if 
;he Stundard comnany will not give 
him an outlet for his oil, that ho will 
dig a diteh to Toledo and run the oil 
the city, independent of pipe lines and 
without the help of the Standard. 


COST OF PIPE LINES. 
IIow to get this vast quantity of oil 
to the city of Toledo for ubo for cheap 
fuel or for refining purposes, is u ques­ 
tion which many are trying to solve, 
and which will he solved in the next 
few weeks by capitalists of this city or 
from the East. 
The cost of pipe lines is usually 
greatly over-estimated by those who 
do not stop to figure the m atter down 
to a reasonable basis. A three inch 
main will have a capacity of at least 
10.000 barrels per day. Such a main 
can be laid to the oil field for a figure 
not exceeding $25,000. Allowing $25,­ 
000 for tanks and pumping stations 
the cost of the whole plant need not 
exceed $50,000. In case a refinery is 
built they would cost from $50,000 up­ 
wards. 
Producers would gladly unite in the 
construction of a pijie line to Toledo. 
One hundred thousand dollars worth 
of stock, payable in oil, could be raised 
among the operators iu a few hours. 
This oil, plaeed on the m arket at the 
market price in Toledo, would net a 
handsome investment for the builders 
of the pipe line, and afford the pro­ 
ducers some competition with the 
Standard Company. 


A TOWN OF TANKS. 
Cygnet is a town of tanks. 
It is at 
Cygnet that the Buckeye Pipe Line 
Company has already built a dozen 
35.000 barrel tanks, and will build 
without delay as many more. A few 
months 
ago 
where 
Cygnet 
now 
stands the wind whistled through a 
poor potato patch, and sighed among 
the trees of the Black Swamp. Now 
trees, potato patches, large clumps of 
golden rod and beautiful bunches of 
blue asters must all get out of the way 
of the tank men. 
“TI10 greatest gusher in the world,” 
mentioned in yestetday’s Blade, was 
next visited. 
Wonderful as are the 
stories told of other wells in other 
fields, this well certainly stands with­ 
out an equal in the world. 
The well, whieli is only a short walk 
from Cygnet, had l>een flowing at the 
rate of *250 barrels a day when Mr. 
Parker said “ Shoot it,” and W. J. 
Alorrison, of Findlay, dropped the 
“go devil.” 
Never before in the history of the 
oil fields has 
such a 
result been 
achieved. The oil burst forth in a 
mighty volume and it seemed as if the 
fountains in the center of the earth 
had been broken up and were being 
forced up by an unseen and unknown 
force. Through four liues the oil 
poured, and the tanks shook and the 
earth in the vicinity of the well trem ­ 
bled. The thunders from the well can 
be heard all over Cygnet. 
In less than one hour and a half the 
well flowed 500 barrels into the tanks, 
and this will give the “oil volcano” a 
capacity of 8000 barrels per day. The 
well is keeping up its reputation for 
being the greatest gusher in the world, 
and at the rate it is flowing now-all the 
35.000 barrel tanks at Cygnet will soon 
l>e filled from the “ oil volcano.”— 
[Toledo Blade. 


THE DECLINE OF 
HOOPS. 


Court D rru In th e L atter P a r t of 
th e Cast C entury. 
By the end of 1787 hoops had al­ 
most entirely gone out of fashion. 
In 
England I find that at court the wear­ 
ing of these precursors of crinoline by 
ladies attending tho royal drawing­ 
room was compulsory until so late as 
1814, and one of tho inducements 
held out to the Princess Charlotte—a 
rare tomboy who hated any restriction 
on her strong, young limbs—to marry 
the Prince of ’ Orange was that hoop 
petticoats were no longer worn at 
court at The Hague. 
Perfectly plain 
skirts in all but 
wedding dresses 
seemed to have been the vogue in 
France in 1787-8, and the compara­ 
tive exiguity of the gowns led to a 
corresponding diminution in the quan­ 
tity of material required. 
In Decem­ 
ber, 1787, the Queen had a gown of 
grand velour« noir, and b íx yards seen 
to have been tho average of stuff al­ 
lowed for the skirt of a dress. It must 
be remembered th a t velvets aud bro­ 
cades were woven much wider in the 
last century than is the case at pres­ 
ent. There is one entry, however, of 
ten yards of green taffeta for the lining 
of a gown of green gauze; the taffeta 
was probably narrower in width than 
the velvet. The Marquise do Chas- 
telux had only seven yards of white 
crepe for the petticoat of a grand 
habit 
with 
flounces. 
Tho really 
economical nature of 
the 
Queen 
is shown in an invoice for Sep­ 
tember, 1788, where she is charged 
trifling sums for shortening the ends 
of three muslin cravats and retrim­ 
ming them, and for “ doing up” an old 
petticoat of brown poult de soie. 
In 
ileceinber, 1788, the Princess de Lam- 
balle paid ready money to the extent 
of twelve livres for a pair of Court 
cuffs of worsted lace, know’n in mod­ 
ern times as vak, a pair of sabots and 
a pair of “ barbes” in black worsted. 
Almost simultaneously a whole bevy 
of 
court 
ladies 
gave 
orders 
for 
“sabots,” “ barbes” 
and 
cuffs of 
worsted lace. 
In January, 1789, the 
vear of the Revolution, Mine. Eloff 
furnished the Princess de Solere with 
a sumptuous court dress of while 
taffeta, trim m ed with satin and white 
jet, with a rich boquet or spray of 
roses and sweet peas, and, for a won­ 
der, a hoop. The disteuded dress 
with its' embellishments cost nearly 
1,400 livros.—[Sala in The Fortnightly 
Review.

O ’Reilley’g house is near the cove, 
which has such a placid, sheltering 
look, and, indeed, is a most excellent 
harbor for the fishermen’s boats, as 
well as for the jauntier craft of the 
city people. 
There is a suggestion of 
the quiet haven upon which Ham Pe* 
gotty looked out, in ‘‘David Copper- 
field,” in this placid cove, and the 
hull of an old vessel half buried in 
the sands adds to the impression 
which the first glimpse of the place 
gives. 
From Mr. O’Reilly’s piazza the view 
of this little harbor, ami of the islands 
beyond, is exceedingly restful. 
His 
home, which, us is well known, is the 
oldest in Hull, has very interesting 
associations. 
There is "fresh life for 
the old-time structure in the bright 
setting which he has given it, ami 
which has added much to its pictur­ 
esqueness. 
Its contrasting lines of 
yellow and black are accented by the 
grassy slojfc which runs down to the 
road*in front, and which is decked 
with cherry and other trees that 
stretch their houghs near its shady 
piazza. The poet has lately placed in 
this verdant enclosure an interesting 
rem inder of th at aspect of life at Hull 
which is unthought of by the summer 
visitor, hut which colors with its 
shadows the 
experience 
of 
the 
people who live there throughout the 
year. 
It is an old iron cannon which 
was taken from the hark Kadosh, 
that was Wrecked off Point Allerton— 
the extreme end of Hull—a dozen or 
more years ago. 
This gun, which is 
mounted on a carriage, is one of two 
which the Kadosh carried as a protec­ 
tion from the pirates of the Indian 
seas, and its massive and frowning 
look suggests the execution it was ca­ 
pable of doing among those swarthy 
desperadoes. 
But the sight of the old 
gun awakened memories of the fate of 
the hark on the Hull coast in winter; 
for it happened that the writer had 
occasion to talk with the survivors of 
that terrible experience. 
When the 
Kadosh struck, the captain put off for 
the shore with the boat, but she could 
not live in the awful sea, and he and 
all on hoard perished. The m ate’s 
boat was more fortunate, but he and 
his crew had a desperate pull for dear 
life in that fearful storm, and

Amid the icy sleet and the waves that 
wet them to the skin, were such as to 
nnnerve any but men of iron. It was 
the merest chance that enabled them 
to land in safety, and then they had 
to walk for miles through the d e e p 
snow to a place of shelter. 
Doubtless 
the old gun in front of Mr. O’Reilly’s 
house would, in his hands, prove u 
most admirable subject for such a 
poem as he knows so well how to 
write, in which the adventures of the 
ill-fated hark would lie set forth in 
vivid colors, and the pathos of the 
loss of the captain and his boat's 
crew within such a short distance of 
Hull would be deepened in his thril­ 
ling description. 
There are other and even more im­ 
pressive relics of the trials that have 
overwhelmed so many voyagers off 
Point Allerton in the head or stern 
boards of the various vessels which 
have been wrecked off this promon­ 
tory. A few years ago there was a 
bandstand in the road opposite Mr. 
O’Reilly’s house, and on the octagon 
sides of this structures were the head­ 
boards of these vessels, liearing their 
several names, the whole forming a 
most impressive reminder of the ex­ 
periences of these craft on this inhos­ 
pitable coast in winter. 
Mr. O’Reilly 
was wruch impressed by the signifi­ 
cant* of this arrangement of head­ 
boards, and it has been a source of re­ 
gret to him that the structure preserv­ 
ing them has been removed. 
It was Mr. O’Reilly’s original inten­ 
tion to erect a cottage at Point Aller­ 
ton, the very place from which a view 
is had of the scene of the wrecks that 
take place along this coast in winter, 
hut he changed his plans, thinking a 
less exposed and more accessible loca­ 
tion more desirable as a summer resi­ 
dence for his family. His present 
location is w ithin easy reach of Boston 
by stcamlxiat, and it affords just the 
advantage which a busy journalist 
needs for rest and recreation. 
This 
summer he has his wife and children 
with him , and it is a very charming 
family that gathers under his r<tof. 
Mrs. J'R eilly, though not completely 
restored to health, is much stronger 
than she lias l»een for years, and to 
have her at home with him is a 
source of greater gratification to her 
liusliund. She is a woman of . _ 
markable intelligence. She has a keen 
perception of character, and in con­ 
versation she exhibits a readiness and 
felicity of expression which shows 
tliat she has her intellectual powers 
well in hand. 
She formerly had 
charge* of a department in the Pilot, 
ami it was her strenuous devotion to 
th is work, in addition to the cures of 
her family, which proved too much 
for her strength.

intellectual vigor is unabated. 
Mr. O’Reilly has four children—all 
girls—who worn to combine the traits 
of her parents. Two of them suggest 
their father in appearance, having 
dLark complexions, black hair and lus­ 
trous black eves. They have been all 
admirably educated, and, in addition 
to their careful home training, they 
have received the discipline of con­ 
vent life and culture. 
Blanid, the 
youngest daughter, has her m other’s 
brown eyes and hair. 
She was named 
for the heroine of the poem which Mr. 
O’Kei 11 v’s dear countryman and friend, 
Dr. Joyce, leftfts his final contribution 
to literature when he died. 
She is a 
sweet little creature. 
Agnes, another 
daughter, has developed a rem arkable 
talent for the violin. 
All these chil­ 
dren have been carefully trained in 
what is so often lacking in our Ameri­ 
can children, respect to their elders, 
and a regard for the finer proprieties 
Of life. They have not been subjected 
to such strict rules as to lose their 
natural flow of spirits which is so 
charming in childhood; but they have

his tastes and temperament. 
He 
mades his summer home the source 
of intellectual and social refreshment 
and diversion.

on his shady piazza in pleasant con

Ho has in 
ham» a book of apporisms on social 
philosophy, in which the salient ideas 
which -have 
impressed themselves 
upon his mind during the course of 
his thought and observation on this 
subject are expressed in a nervous 
and compact style. 
The reflections, 
some of which huye been read by lite­ 
rary friends, arc wonderfully suggest­ 
ive, and, although their full signifi­ 
cance cannot be understood from a 
casual hearing, they arrest attention 
by their breadth of human sympathy 
and the vigor with which they an­ 
nounce those truths of primary and 
eternal value which have been over­ 
laid in modern civilization by stereo­ 
typed conventionalities and institu­ 
tional forms.

in "a world which is free from the 
prosaic limitations of an artificial civ­ 
ilization. To touch upon the natural 
emotions of the race, to depict the in­ 
fluence and course of love, and of the 
darker passions, and to dwell upon 
the glories of nature, is a delight to 
the poet, and it is noticeable that his 
verse 
usually 
has 
an underlying 
spirit of sympathy with the progress 
and development of man. 
Ilis vivid 
imagination naturally flowers into im­ 
agery, in which 
outward 
objects 
mirror the sentiments and feelings 
of 
humanity. 
His 
poetic 
gilts 
being closely connected w ith his earn­ 
est and comprehensive interest in the 
progress of society, in the various 
phases of its development, it is natu­ 
ral that he should be frequently called 
upon for commemorative or other po­ 
ems, appropriate for some particular 
occasion. 
It was while he was writ­ 
ing liis Woodstock poem at Hull that 
he had the attack of insomnia that 
prevented his finishing it in season for 
that celebration. 
He has since fully 
recovered from this trouble, and to 
look at him no one would dream that 
he had so recently been ill. 
He ap­ 
pears to he in splendid physical con­ 
dition ; his face is full, his eye bright, 
and his flesh has that firm quality 
which indicates robust health. 
Ex­ 
posure to the sun has darkened his 
naturally swarthy complexion, and 
the effect is very becoming to him. 
The canoeing which he practices in 
the summer months he considers 
the best of all exercise, as it com­ 
bines muscular 
exertiou with op­ 
portunities for observing nature in its 
most attractive aspects, and thus gives 
that stimulus to the mind which is 
needed for the best results to the 
whole system. 
Its great advantage 
over rowing, he thinks, lies in its 
freer play, the canoeist not lieing 
hound down to a seat, and moreover 
by his position facing the course of 
the craft, taking in all the interesting 
features of the view. The canoe, be­ 
ing light, can lie taken into waters in­ 
accessible to the rowboat, and one of 
the principal charms of this form of 
an equatic excursion is the landing in 
some sequestered spot and enjoying 
its isolation from the haunts of man.

The 
place - is so well suited for a man of 
Mr. O’Reilly’s tastes and tempera­ 
ment, and is withiu such easy reach 
of the city, th at it seems as if he was 
peculiarly fortunate in being situated 
where the poet and editor can find the 
needs of his dual life gratified.

At the gathering of scientists in Co­ 
lumbia college, a learned professor 
fascinated his Huperintelectual hear­ 
ers by telling him that a laboring man 
“ needs daily one-fourth pound of pro- 
teiue, ojie-j'flirth* pound fat, and a 
pound of carbo-hydrates” to keen him I 
well and strong. 
If the knowledge- ‘ 
seeking laborer goes to the store for his ! 
four ounces of proteine his experiment 
will scarcely increase his faith in the 
marketing knowledge of scientists. 
W hat the laborer aud what most of us 
need more than technical essays on 
the “ Physiological 
and Fecundarv 
Economy of Good,” is a plain talk 
about sensible feeding and economical 
marketing. 
“ How to Live and Thrive on a Dime 
per Day” may stand as a text for this ' 
talk. 
It certainly can be done, and, 
though the experiment muy be unin­ 
viting, it is certain that good health is . 
nearer akin to the simplest diet than 
to the costliest. 
Now as to the laboring man and his 
problems. Tell him that three-fourths 
of his weight is water, and to restore 1 
the day’s waste he has to take food 
three-fourths of which must be water 
and the remainder 
flesh, forming 
heat-giving and 
bone-makiug sub­ 
stances, and he will understand the 
case better. 
Give him a table of 
foods, analyzed, to show just how 
much heat-givin •, flesh-forming and 
mineral m atter there is in each food, 
and he will soon take as deep an in­ 
terest in what he eats because of its 
worth to him as because of his taste. 
When he finds out—as he can in half 
an hour—that only 24 parts of every 
100 of butcher’s m eat coufit as flesh- 
formers, the rest being water, but 
that from 75 to 90 parts out of 100 in 
dried peas, beans, oat and wheat 
meals and cheese aref nutritious, and 
only 10 to 25 parts waste water, he 
from that moment begins to use his 
common sense in feeding, as he does 
in earning his living. 
The popular 
rule is, never pay any heed to the 
feeding value of our d ie t; let us culti­ 
vate a glorious ignorance of the pur­ 
pose of foods, and go in m ight aud 
main for palate-ticklers, and devil 
take the dyspepsia! 
Pity he doesn’t. 
Tlius a fact or two as appetizers. The 
great Peninsular and Oriental (the P. 
end O.) Steamship company employ 
East Indian coolies to do the hardest 
w’ork on their steamers because they 
are stronger, healthier and stand the 
climate better than Englishm en, and 
because—not being m eat eaters—their 
diet only costs 6 cents per dáy. There 
are miners in the English coal pits, 
the hardest workers in the land, who 
have not eaten any kind of m eat for 
Íears. 
I am noba vegetarian, because 
hanker after the flesh pots, and their 
savory odors cast a spell over my in­ 
nocent soul; yet I experimented for 
one whole year without eating ;!esh or 
gravy in any form, and all the time 
my health was perfect and my weight 
increased. The dock porters of Con­ 
stantinople carry heavy burdens, 250 
pounds and upwards, more easily than 
the laborers of England or America, 
yet their main diet is bread and figs, 
and yet thev «re teetotal and vegeta- , 
rian. The laborers in 
Spain live : 
chiefly on bread and onions and are 
marvelously strong. 
The flesh and blood superstition is ' 
quite as baseless in diet as in theolo­ 
gy. 
A horse is almost as strong, 
swift, healthy and handsome as a 
two-legged man, and they both have 
the same internal m achinery; the one 
eats beef and enjoys dyspepsia, the 
other avoids it and flourishes.

FEMALE PHYSICIANS. 


T h d r R a c c e u 
In t h e E a » l a n d 
H 'h I - I u t h e M e d ic a l C o lle g e » ' 
Miss H arriet Post, a talented young 
lady who has been a practicing physi­ 
cia n in New York city for eight years, 
Wednesday, in passing through Pitts­ 
burg on her way to the East-after her 
vacation in her Western home, re­ 
mained over a few hours and chatted 
pleasautly with some lady friends con­ 
cerning women in the medical profes­ 
sion. 
“ In the Middle States,” said 
she, “ the female physician has made 
but small headw ay; she is looked 
upon with suspicion, and in many 
cases as some wild animal to be se­ 
verely let alone. 
“ In the east and in the extreme 
west it is different, 
lu the west the 
female doctor, like the female farmer, 
is growing up with the country, and 
if she proves herself a woman of 
sense and understanding she is con­ 
sulted incases of illness, and her ad­ 
vice received with respect and fol­ 
lowed with obedience. In the east, 
while not exactly on the same plane 
with the male practitioner, yet her 
skill is freely acknowledged, and her 
tgrvices constantly called into requisi­ 
tion. There are a great number of 
lady physicians in and about New 
York City. 
We have our shingles 
out, and we make, take it all in all, a 
nice round sum of money each year. 
U no thing we do dislike 
though, 
and that is to collect 
our 
bills. 
But, looking ¡ 
light, the principal 
But, looking at that in a philosophical 
light, the principal reason for disliking 
to collect bills is the fear of losing 
patients. No pun intended,” laughed 
the lady, “ or fun either. We send 
out bills with fear and trembling, not 
knowing whether they will work our 
destruction or otherwise. As a class 
we are conservative; in fact, we are 
forced to be. 
In cases of kill or cure 
none but the very bravest dare to un­ 
dertake, liecause of the kill. A man 
rarely hesitates on account of the kill, 
but to us it ever remains 
“ How do we get into practice? 
Well, our connection with a college 
bringH practice to us. 
By the time 
we are graduated we have a pretty 
fair start, and all that remains is for 
us to rent un office and put out our 


^ ^ T h e medical colleges are more 
strict with lady students than with 
geutlenien. 
In the first place a good 
high-school examination is required 
of ladies before they are admitted. 
This the gentlemen, except in rare 
instances, mav omit. Another thing, 
when a lady decides to study medi­ 
cine as a profession, she goes to col­ 
lege to study and to work, while it is 
frequently the case with the male stu­ 
dents that they are sent to such de- 
partinents by enthusiastic parents to 
be made, and, in consequence, either 
play or study to suit themselves. 
En­ 
vious of each other? 
Not generally 
speaking. Of course it is not pleasant 
to see an old patient call another lady 
sician, 
particularly

and not deserved the slight. Some 
of the female physicians in 
New 
York have made hosts of friends in a 
professional way. 
Some of them, 
after leaving the city and settling 
hundreds of miles away, are called to 
New York by some favorite child of 
fortnne, who iinugines that no other 
physician can till the place of the ab­ 
sent one. 
All expenses are paid, of 
course, and a goodlv-sized check pays 
for time and trouble. 
Ladv physi­ 
cians, too, are selected more frequent­ 
ly to travel with wealthy families. 
While this is considered by some as a 
bad thing for practice, yet it generally 
gives a physician prestige, and it is 
always a d ear case of financial gain. 
“ One ladv physician of my ac­ 
quaintance in New York is the ad­ 
miration of the male as well as female 
members of the medical profession: 
she puts through no end of work, and 
is a thorough business woman along 
with all else. She holds clinics at the 
morgue, delivers lectures to students, 
attends to a large practice, dictates 
articles for the medical journals, and 
has found her way lately into the 
pockets of a number of wealthy New 
York people, ho a new hospital will 
shortly be erected with the funds she 
has secured. She interests everybody 
in her work, and is certainly one of 
the successful female physicians of 
New York. 
“ Ever expect to m arrv?” echoed 
the bright little lady. 
“ W hy,” and 
the blue eyes twinkled with merri­ 
m ent, “ w hat man in his right mind 
would ever marry a woman doctor!’*

T i l e I v o r y R o o iu . 
One of the most interesting sights 
in the warehouses is the ivory room. 
Here are lying by Hie hundreds tusks 
of elephants, tUBko of wild beasts, 
horns of the rhinoceros and teeth oí 
the hippopotamus. 
There are ele­ 
phant tusks ten feet in lenght and 
weighing 150 pounds. 
There are hip­ 
popotamus teeth nearly 
two 
feet 
long. The elephant tusk, of course, 
furnishes by far the finest quality of 
ivory; and there is also a great 
difference in the elephant ÓÍ India 
and Ceylon ranking the African spe­ 
cimen. It is only a question of time 
when the ivory trade will have to 
look around for a new source of ma­ 
terial. The officer in charge of this 
room, a man about sixty years of age, 
said he had been there from a boy. 
He said there was a peroeptable fall­ 
ing off in the supply every year, and 
what looked to the inexperienced eye 
like such an astounding collection was 
quite small as compared with what 
might have been seen twenty or even 
ten years ago. Fully if not more than 
one-hulf the tusk of the elephant is 
edded 
in 
the 
flesh, 
and 
this proportion 
ift greater in the 
root of the hipi»opotamus tooth. The 
tusks and the teeth are apparently of 
the same color all the length, and in 
their natural state seem very dark. 
Some of tho elephant tusks were quite 
black. 
They attain the 
beautiful, 
clear line o f manufactured ivory by 
bleaching. The upper end of the ele­ 
phant tusk, which is solid, is much the 
more valuable portion. 
It is not so 
solid, however, hut that a fine nerve 
extends to the very tip. The little 
aperture through which the nerve ex­ 
tends was pointed out to us, and the 
attendant said that through this nerve 
the elephant had the most delicate 
sense of touch all along his tusk.— 
[Baltimore Sun.

any sound scientific justification of 
this latter practice discoverable? I 
think there is, und that ray explana­ 
tions will prove that the question is 
not so frivolous as it may at tirst sight 
appear. A very interesting paper was 
read before the Society of Arts on 
March 23d, by Dr. Percy F. Frankland 
in which, among other m atters lie 
described experiments made by him ­ 
self and others, proving that mierobia, 
pathogenic ana otherwise do not re­ 
main suspended in still air; they 
fall 
much 
more 
freely 
than 
m ight 
be 
supposed 
from 
w hat is known concerning infection 
by poison germs floating in the air. 
H esse’s experiments show this clear­ 
ly. 
Koch’s method of testing for the 
existence of mierobia in the air was to 
expose dishes or strips of glass con­ 
taining gelatinous solid films. 
On 
these the mierobia 
fall and find 
abundant nutriment, ami multiply 
accordingly, forming 
colonies that 
may be counted and may Ikj examined 
with the microscope. 
But this only 
indicates the numbers falling on a 
given arch, not the numlierscontained 
in a given measure of air. 
To deter­ 
mine these Hesse used tubes about 
3 feet long and 1 li inches in diameter, 
internally coated with 
the sterile 
nutritious gelatine-peptone. A meas­ 
ured quantity of uir was drawn slowly 
through the tubes, when it was dis­ 
covered that the colonies were all at 
the bottom of the tube, and not 
evenly distributed even over the bot­ 
tom , but were more or less crowded 
together at the end, where the air 
entered, and inore and more sparsely 
distributed further inward, until the 
latter half of th e tube was almost en­ 
tirely free. The mierobia had all 
fallen down in the course of the short 
journey of the air. The mold colonies 
spread all along the tube, showing 
th a t fungus germs float in the »ir, 
while bacteria fall. 
O ther experi­ 
ments show th at in an ordinary apart­ 
m e n t the questionable organisms are 
m ore and more abundant, descending 
from

T k « C a th o lic I n i r i H l l y . 
Mr. E. F. Baldwin, the well-known 
Baltimore architect, aubmitted 
the 
plans accepted for the theological de­ 
partm ent buildings, which are the 
only ones as vet provided for, They 
will coat $200,000. 
The buildings, 
which are to be of the Romanesque 
order, will t*e on the suburbs of Wash­ 
ington, and will be in the shape of an 
K, with the front of 2t*5 feet form iig 
the unright stroke of the letter. The 
centre of the front will consist of a 
building five stories high, approached 
by a brown sandstone arched portico. 
The entire buildings will be of brick, 
with brown sandstone trimmings, but 
Mr. Bald win urges that bluestone be 
used, and the plans may yet be 
changed to include this material. The 
wings to the centre building will be 
four stories high, with a frontage of 
Itid feet and a depth of 45 feet. The 
three wings, extending back, will lie 
100 feet deep from the frout of the 
house, thus including two courts for the 
admission of light. The roofs will 
have a high pitch and be slated. The 
central eutrauce will opeu into a hall 
fifteen feet wide and leading to a 
grand staircase in a stair hall twenty- 
nine feet wide. A largo reception 
parlor will be on one side of this hall, 
au<i three rooms for similar purposes 
on the other side. 
From this hall a 
grand corridor will run through the 
■eutire building, both to the right and 
left. On this floor, in the w ings, the 
various public rooms open. 
They 
•consist of a leeture-room, with a ca­ 
pacity for ¡100 seats, three class-rooms, 
25 by 28 feet each, refectory and 
kitchens. In the rear leg of the cen­ 
te r wing is the chapel, raised a half 
.atory above the ordinary level of the 
first floor. This will give room for a 
large recreation room and library be­ 
neath the chapel. 
The chapel itself 
will have a nave 20 feet by 00, with a 
semi-circular apse or sanctuary in the 
•end 18 by 20 feet in size. There will 
l>e eight side chapels 8 by 10 feet. 
A 
gallery will be in the nave end. 
_ 
The three upper floors of the build­ 
ing will be devoted to the living rooms 
for twelve professors and sixty-four 
■students, who will each have a l>ed- 
ch amber 
and sitting-rooms. 
The 
building will be somewhat plain, but 
will be relieved in the brtfk work by 
terra cotta paneN and cornices. 
The 
stairway and hall will be finished in 
hard wood. A tire-proof stairway will 
be added to the end of the wings, and 
a broad piazza will run around the en­ 
tire inner portion of the rear wings, 
which will look out over the garden 
which will be mude there. 


LKTTEK FROM THE PO Pp. 
The following is the brief addressed 
to Cardinal Gibbons from Pope Leo 
X III, confirming the plans of the uni­ 
versity : 
“ It has been the glory of the pastors 
»of the church, and especially of the 
-supreme pontitTs, earnestly to promote 
true knowledge, and studiously to pro­ 
vide that in her schools the sciences, 
and especially those of theology and 
philosophy, should be taught in con­ 
formity with divine faith, so that the 
•forces of revelation and reason com­ 
bined should form an invincible bul­ 
w ark of faith. Hence our predecessors, 
■always ardently solicitous for the edu­ 
cation of Christian people in the |>ast, 
spared no pains nor labor to found 
in the principal cities of Europe those 
celebrated institutions of learning.— 
that is tosav, those universities which, 
in the middle ages and in the centuries 
following, enriched ehnrch and State 
with multitudes of men of learning. 
“ The importance of a university is 
made manifest by the dangers to 
which youth is exposed in European 
countries in our days; and your own 
acquaintance with the condition of 
things in North America cannot but 
iiave convinced you likewise of its 
very grave moment. 
For the unlim­ 
ited license of thought and of writing, 
to which erroneous notions concerning 
both divine and human things have 
given rise not only in Europe, but 
also in your country, has been the 
root and source of unbridled opinions; 
while on the other hand, with religion 
banished to a great extent from the 
schools, 
wicked 
men audaciously 
strive, by the craft of fallacious wis­ 
dom . to extinguish the light of faith 
ia the minds of the young, and to en­ 
kindle therein the flames of irreligión. 
"Wherefore it is necessary th at youth 
be nourished more carefully with 
sound doctrine, and that those young 
m en especially, who are being edu­ 
cated for the church, should be fully 
arm ed to fit them for the task of de­ 
fending the Catholic faith. 
W e, therefore, most earnestly wel­ 
come and heartily approve your pro­ 
ject for the erection of a university, 
moved as you are by a desire to pro­ 
mote the welfare of all and the inter­ 
ests of your illustrious republic. 
But 
in order that this noble institute may

But as 
to the choice of the city in which the 
university is to be erected we desire 
th a t council be taken with all the 
bishops of the United States, and that 
th e question be decided after the 
opinion of all has been asked. 
“ Go on, therefore, beloved son, to-

íther with all our other venerable 
rethren, the bishops of the United 
States, to carry to perfection with one 
m ind what you have begun, and let 
n ot any one of you be deterred by any 
difficuly or labor, but let all take cour­ 
age from the assured hope that they 
will receive an abundant return for 
th eir cares and solicitudes, having 
laid the foundation of an institute des­ 
tined to provide the Church with wor­ 
th y ministers for the salvation of souls 
and the propagation of religion, and 
to give the republic her be»1 c.tizens.

CHIPETA’S CAREER. 


O n c e Q u e e n off t h e I'tea a n d S la w 
a H u n t e d S q u a w . 
Among the squaws accompauviug 
•'Coiorow in his peripatetic journeying» 
about the W hite River country is 
Chi peta, the wife of the lamented 
Ouray, the late head chief of the Ute 
Nation. The career of this woman is 
‘beyoud anything yet written; even 
Feniinorc Cooper, in his description of 
■the romance of aboriginal life, falls 
far short of anything like it in his 
character sketches. Following Ouray’s 
•election to th e chieftainship, the first 
official act he was called upon to 
oonaider was the advisability of a re­ 
moval of his tribe from the mountains 
•of Colorado to Utah, and in connec­ 
tion with a proposed treaty between 
tl>e United States and the Ote Nation 
h¿ was summoned to Washington. 
Otp hie trip he was accompanied by 
hie wife. 
Both he anu Chipeta 
ha<]Jn a measure adopted the dress of 
civilized life. 
They owned their own 
ntnch, their herdt*fed upon their own 
pasture, and in essentials lived os 
white people and enjoj ed the comforts 
of civilized life. 
These facts preceded 
chief and his consort to W ashing­ 
to n , and with all the romance of their 
wild mountain life 
clinging about 
them , added to the heritage of «in 
ancient and warlike lineage, they were 
received with ojien arms by the high 
eocial circles of the capital city. Every­ 
where they were feted and the doors 
of the mansions at the West End 
swung inward at their approach. 
Ubipeta was idolized. 
She was 
clothed in silk, her raiment was the 
fancy of the best Eastern dressmakers, 
and the tawdry finery associated with 
a ljfe of savagerv was conspicuous by 
absence. The illustrated journals 
tqok the cue, anil the wife of Ourav 
■'became libeled throughout the breadth 
of the land by the pencils of special 
Artists. 
She was the rage for the 
season she was in Washington, nnd 
the epistolary correspondence from 
attaches of the English legation to the 
court journals at London referred to 
her as a “ Mountain Princess,” and 
besi>oke for h er a hearty reception 
from the peerage of England should 
idie Visit that country, which she at 
t^hat time actually contemplated. 
As 
apuvenirs of her visit to Washington 
Chipeta carried away with her quanti­ 
ties of silver plate, a jiortion of which 
was presented to her by the < rovern- 
fo en t through the Interior Depart- 
,jtoent. 
- 
Shortly after his visit to \\ ash ing- 
ton and the consummation of the 
treaty Ouray died, 
lie was sincerely 
mourned by his people, and as an in­ 
dication of their grief, and in con­ 
formity with long-established custom, 
jtne horses of the dead man were led 
up to the grave and one by one shot. 
‘ yfll that was valuable in earthly exist­ 
ence was to accompany him to the 
happy hunting ground of his race—all 
but. Chipeta; and she, too, would 
probably have accompanied her liege 
lord had she l ¡veda couple of centuries 
ago. 
As it was, the custom of her 
tribe, by the greatness of her exalted 
position, condemned her to a life of 
perpetual widowhood. Any deviation 
from this unwritten law would draw 
down upon her head the maledictions 
of the entire nation, and she would 
become an outcast, a pariah among 
her people. 
But Chipeta had a will of her own. 
She had tastecl of the privileges which 
her Caucasian sisterhood enjoyed, and 
when the opportunity occurred to 
m arry a handsome buck she did so, 
not stopping to consider the great fall 
thereby in the social scale. As might 
have been expected, the head m en of 
th e nation, with unanimity and deci­ 
sion, condemned both her and her 
husband to ostracism. They had both 
violated a sacred law of social govern­ 
m ent and they must suffer. 
With her 
new alliance she turned her back on 
civilized life in every form. ’ H er silks 
and satins were discarded, and even 
her plate was melted down to make 
S 
gawB for her husband’s friends. 
st stock was taken from her and re­ 
verse followed reverse till she was al>- 
.solutely forced beyond the line of tri- 
>btl kinship, and she with her husband 
becam e a wanderer.

Dozens of boys and girls can tell von 
what a lady-bug (or lady-bird. as they 
call it in England), looks like, anti 
there are very few who cannot and do 
not repeat the old rhym e: 
"Lady-bug, Indy bug fly away homo; 
Your house la ou fire, your children will 
burn.” 
whenever they see one; but there are 
not many, if any, who know why the 
bug is called lady-bug, or why her 
house is always supposed to be 011 
fire. 
I.ady-bugs are supposed to appear 
suddenly on St. Burnaby's Day (the 
11th of Juno), and for that reason 
wore first called St. Burnaby’s bees. 
Now, St. Barnaby was noted for his 
good works, and for administering 
comfort to the atHicted, .and it wus 
thought that he seat the hugs, and 
taught them to be useful to m an by 
destroying plant lice and other insects 
that fed upon trees and flowering 
shrubs. 
After some time they becaino known 
as Bishop Barbabv’s bee, as it was dis­ 
covered that there was a likeness in 
the insect’s garb to the full-dress gown 
of the Oxford doctor of divinity, which 
is Bcarlet, with black velvet sleeves, 
and I have no doubt that there is 
m any a little English girl who remem­ 
bers the old rhvine: 
“ Bishop, Bishop Barnabee. 
Tell me when your wedding be. 
If it be to-morrow day, 
Take your wings and fly aw ay.” 
In the winter months lady-bugs con­ 
gregate by thousands in barns, and if 
ou w ill look in the cracks along the 
•earns you will find them tucked away 
for their long slumber during the cold 
weather. 
I believe it is not known or has been 
forgotten why they are connected with 
cows anil burning buildings, but that 
they were is proven by the numerous 
rhymes that are still sung by the boys 
and girls of the West Riding of York­ 
shire, England, where they are called 
cush-cow-ladies, and in the North 
Riding one of the children’s songs 
says: 
Daudy-cow, dandy-vow, ride awav hom e; 
Thy house is burnt and thy bairns are 
tean, 
Aud if thou ine&UH to save thy bairns, 
Take thy wings and flee aw ays." 
There the most mischievous child is 
afraid to hurt a dandy-cow, for it is 
thought very bad luck. 
In other places they are known as 
‘Our laby-bird,” evidently cal led after 
the Virgin M ary; also, golden-bug, 
May-bug, blessed bee, golden-knap, 
ladv-oow, barn-bee, eushcow - ladies 
and dandy-cows. 
One of the old rhymes says: 
‘Lady-bug, lady-bug, sigh thy way hom e: 
Thy house is on lire, thy children all roam. 
Except little Nan, who sits in her pan. 
W eaving gold lace as fast as she can. 
T hen fly to th e cast mid fly to th e w est— 
Fly to those th at 1 love best.” 
There are several species of these 
little bugs, and all of them arc said to 
be useful iu destroying insects so small 
that the huinun evo cannot see them. 
One variety, found very far South, is 
said to entirely destroy a stale insect 
that feeds upon the orange tree.—

A unique manuscript has been sold 
at the Hotel Drouot, in Paris, for 5500 
francs. It is a manuscript of eight 
written pages, by the first Napoleon, 
giving a history of the Island of 
Corsica, and written by him at Ajac­ 
cio, in 1790. 
There is much in it 
which shows that the future Emperor 
was then a disciple of Robespierre, of 
whom he speaks with the fervor of an 
enthusiast. 
The language is some­ 
what involved and obscure, and the 
orthography that of an uneducated 
jierson, and it altogether bears evi­ 
dence of the production of a brain 
which thought too rapidly for the 
hand which set down the ideas. The 
erasures are frequent and the changes 
many, but the manuscript is a sincere 
reflection of his mind in the year 1790. 
He dwells at length on the degrada­ 
tion of the governed classes* all over 
Europe, and insists that French armies 
possessing the genius of liberty shall 
ultimately overthrow and dominate 
the existing Powers.

Unce 
in a while Anderson would grow com­ 
municative and tell his employer a 
little of his past. 
A Dane by birth, 
Anderson’s father was educated iu 
Paris and gained a commission in the 
French army. 
He followed the for­ 
tunes of Napoleon i l l and was rewarded 
for his service by being mude a Briga­ 
dier in the Imperial army.

Anderson’s education had been m ili­ 
tary, and he was a Lieutenant of Cav­ 
alry when the Frauco-Prtissian war 
broke out. 
Both father and son were 
in several battles of that disastrous 
war, aud when

Young Anderson grow restive in his 
n&tive land.

milk route in Jersey City, handled 
freight a little during the big strike of 
last spring, was a “ supe,” with half a 
dozen lines to speak, in a spectacular 
show, was a conductor on a Brooklyn 
street-car, went to Chicago aud helped 
load some of Phil Armour’s refriger­ 
ator cars, and worked at no end of 
other employments.

W hen young Mr. Toombs grew'up 
and married, his father presented him 
with Billy, and ever after the closest 
friendship existed between the two. 
Billy accompanied his master to Wash­ 
ington, to the fashionable watering 
places and to Europe. 
In this way he 
became familiar with many distin­ 
guished people. In all this change of 
life, however, Billy never lost his 
head, but was polite and faithful to 
his master’s interests. 
Before the war 
he had an intense hatred for the 
abolitionists, refusing to countenance 
them in any way. 
When the war was 
over and the Toombs family had 
gathered once more at the old family 
mansion, Billy returned there too as 
well as the rest. 
“ You are free now,” said General 
Toombs to him. 
“ I’ll never be free from old m a ste ^ ’ 
said he, “ but I will follow you all my 
life.” 
To this General Toobms replied: 
“ Very well, then, I’ll take care of 
you.” 
Even after this Billy was the most 
devoted of servants, looking after his 
m aster’s interests as though they were 
his own. W hen General Toombs died, 
two years ago, he left full provision for 
Billy’s maintenauce, and no mourner 
at the General’s grave shed warmer 
tears than did the faithful old African 
who lingered there long after the 
crowds had melted away. Uncle Billy 
will be remembered as the only Afri­ 
can who absolutely refused to take his
